The bronze medal for excellence 
in United States history was award¬ 
ed to Gerim Panarity, an Albanian, 
who has taken the full course of four 
years in the Academy. The presen¬ 
tation in behalf of the Society was 
made by Francis Brick, superintend¬ 
ent of the scvhools of Brimfield and 
Monson. In his address preceding the 
presentation Mr. Brick said in part 
as follows : 

“In order to understand the sig¬ 
nificance of that word excellence, 
as I interpret it, let me define briefly 
what the study of history means. It 
is not a bundle of facts laid up in the 
mind as a storehouse. It is rather 
the interpretation of those facts as 
expressed in the lives of the people 
whom they chronicle. The study of 
the history of the United States is 
the study of the strivings and efforts 
of a people who landed on the shores 
■SOO years ago on that bleak Decem¬ 
ber day, and who strove to live to¬ 
gether with a definite idea and vision 
kept always before them. It is a 
story of successes and failures, pro¬ 
gress and backslidings, triumphs and; 
despair passed on from year to year, i 
decade to decade, generation to gen- j 
eration, century to century. It is the ; 
story not only of a nation, but it is | 
also the story of the struggles of 
each individual community contrib¬ 
uting to a state and a state contribut¬ 
ing to a nation. It is a far cry from 
that little beginning in Plymouth in 
1620 to the memorable day of Novem¬ 
ber 11, 1918, when the United States 
took its place as the leading nation 
of the world, and he who interprets 
these struggles aright, whose mind 
reads the unwritten lines between, 
has made progress indeed. 

“But let me change the picture 
for a moment. Four years ago a 
youth unlettered in the ways of this 
country and almost unlettered in its 
language entered this town and 
knocked at the doors of Hitchcock 
Free Academy for admittance. This 
youth was fresh from the war-torn 
fields of Europe. His country was in 
the hands of the enemy who would 
not only destroy the little country of 
Albania but civilization itself. Its 
villages were destoryed, its people 
shot down, its citizens forced to bear 
arms against one another. From out 
of this maelstrom came this youth 
and knocked at your doors for ad¬ 
mittance and you denied him not.

New “Right of Way” Law 

In Effect Tuesday; Will Lesson Auto 
Accidents at Crossroads 

The new “Right of Way” law which 
went into effect Tuesday in this State 
will go a long way toward fixing the 
responsibility for automobile acci¬ 
dents at intersecting streets apd 
roads. The law provides that when 
two vehicles approach a street inter¬ 
section at approximately the same 
instant, the one approaching from the 
right shall have the right of way. 
The law will not only fix the respon¬ 
sibility for accidents at intersections, 
but will tend to decrease reckless 
driving at such places, as there will 
be no question of responsibilty under 
the law. The law is modeled after a 
similar law which has been in force 
successfully in Connecticut and New 
Jersey for several years. The bill as 
passed by the Legislature was intro¬ 
duced by Representative John A. 
White of North Brookfield, who will 
be remembered by the older residents 
of the town as formerly in business 
in Palmer for a number of years, a 
member of the firmof White, Hell- 
yar & Co., with a -dry goods and 
clothing store in the Cross block, in 
quarters now occupied by the Bay 
State Drug Co. and Leonard’s Dry 
Goods store. Mr. White is to be a 
candidate for the Governor’s Council 
this fall.

Vote Was Unanimous 

For Water Ownership 

Fire District Accepts Act of Legislature Last Even¬ 
ing; Water Commissioners Elected and are 
Instructed to Negotiate For Plant 


Fire Distrist No. 1 of Palmer took 
last evening the most important step 
in its history to date, when it voted 
to accept the provisions of .Chapter 
543 of the Acts of the General Court 
for 1920, entitled: “An act to author¬ 
ize Palmer Fire District Number One 
of Palmer to establish a system of 
water supply.” The voting was by 
ballot and was unanimous, not a sin¬ 
gle ballot being marked “No.” It is 
true that the number of votes cast 
was small,—only 41,—but the small¬ 
ness of the count is an indication that 
there was little or no opposition to 
the proposition; that the citizens of 
the district are satisfied that the 
plan as mapped out by the committee 
which has studied the situation for 
two years is the only safe one to fol¬ 
low if adequate fire protection is to 
be furnished and an ample supply of 
water for domestic purposes is to be 
provided. 

There were just five people in the 
hall when the meeting was called to 
order, and seven when the modera¬ 
tor—C. W. Chamberlin—was elected. 
A baseball team with no substitutes 
could'have been formed when the 
moderator took up the first article 
in the warrant. Voters drifted in by 
ones and twos however for a time, 
and at 8 o’clock a number appeared 
who had thought the hour was 8-in¬ 
stead of 7.30. The polls were kept 
open a few moments longer and were 
then closed. The count showed 41 
ballots cast, all in favor of accepting 
the act. Dr. W. E. Sedgwick and 

R. E. Faulkner were tellers. 

The next in order was the election 
of three water commissioners, as re¬ 
quired by the act. Ballots had been 
prepared with the names of Dennis 
E. O’Connor for one year, Clarence 

S. Arms for two years, and Harrie M. 
Howe for three yars, and these were 
unanimously elected, 35 ballots being 
cast. The district is especially for¬ 
tunate in securing the services of 
Messrs. Arms and Howe. The for¬ 
mer is the manager of the Palmer 
plant of the Wickwire-Spencer Steel 
Corporation, and the latter is man¬ 
ager of the Palmer Carpet Mill. Both 
are technical men and will bring to 
the work expert knowledge which 
will be Valuable in the extreme. Mr. 
O’Connor has had considerable ex¬ 
perience in outside work, and is for¬ 
tunately so situated that he can give 
the needed time for that department. 

The water commissioners were then 
appointed a committee to negotiate 
with the Palmer Water Company for 
its property rights and franchise, 
with instructions to report at a fu¬ 
ture meeting. The question of adopt¬ 
ing rules and regulations for the 
commissioners was referred to a 
previously appointed committee on 


Fire District by-laws, which will re¬ 
port later. 

The action last evening means that 
the Fire District has at last adopted 
a policy which will probably enable 
it to own its own water system in 
the near future. The matter has 
been under consideration at times 
for years, and in 1905 a committee 
made an exhaustive study of the sit¬ 
uation and possibilities, but nothing 
further was done. Two years ago 
a committee consisting of Judge T. 
W. Kenefick, D. F. Dillon, W. H. 
Brainerd, E. B. Taylor and T. J. 
Moran, was appointed to study the 
situation. At the annual meeting of 
the district this spring .they reported, 
advising that the district apply to the 
General Court for permission to go 
into the water business. This was 
voted, and a bill was prepared and 
passed, E. E. Hobson taking Mr. Mo¬ 
ran’s place on the committee at the 
latter’s request. The committee spent 
much time on the bill and in appear¬ 
ing at Legislative hearings, with the 
result that the bill was passed ex¬ 
actly as it was drawn. 

The general plan is to acquire—by 
purchase if possible, if not, then by 
condemnation proceedings—the plant 
of the Palmer Water Company, and 
also to take the Wellman or Keith 
brook water shed further to the east. 
On this latter a reservoir can be built 
at the same height as the present 
one of the Palmer Water Company, 
and the two being connected will 
give ample water for the district’s 
needs for a long time in the future. 

Manager F. C. Gamwell of the Pal¬ 
mer Water Company has stated that 
when any person or persons are in 
a position to do business for the Fire 
Djstrict, he will name a “reasonable” 
price at which the property may be 
purchased. There is no indication 
however as to what he considers a 
“reasonable” price. The company’s 
prop'erty is assessed at $90,000 in the 
office of the Tax Commissioner, and 
it is certain that it could not be du¬ 
plicated to-day for that figure. How¬ 
ever, many of the company’s mains 
are of the cement type, the ordinary 
life of which is set a^ 20 years, while 
those now in the ground have been 
in use for 35. Some of the original 
pipes have been replaced with iron, 
but many of the former are still in 
use. These must be replaced in the 
near future with iron pipe, and larger 
mains must be laid in several streets, 
as the demand for water exceeds the 
capacity of the present pipes, which 
were laid when there were few water 
takers. Should the water company 
name anything like a “reasonable” 
price, it seems certain that there will 
be little or no oposition to paying 
the bill when the time comes. 


unto him. One of the great princi¬ 
ples of America and one that will 
endure for all time is that here in 
America anyone can get anything he 
needs and desires it badly enough 
and is willing to strive and suffer for 
it.

In presenting the medal Mr. Brick 
said in part: 

“What you have won is not this 
medal simply, but something deeper 
and finer,—that scholarly attainment 
in interpreting the progress of man-

Unusual Meetings of Mine

It is easy to picture the pleasure 
afforded—when far from h<»me, 
among strangers perhaps, in a foreign 
country—to meet unexpectedly an old 
and intimate friend and to be greeted 
with or to greet, with the familiar ex¬ 
pression, “You are the last one I ex¬ 
pected to meet here,” or words to 
that effect. Such experience, while 
infrequent at home, is positively ex¬ 
ceptional when it happens four times 
with the same person, and particular¬ 
ly in a distant land. This was indeed 
my experience and under circum¬ 
stances which made the friendly en¬ 
counters especially welcomed. 

One dismal, rainy Sunday morn¬ 
ing, I was on one of the Cunard Line 
steamers en route to New York, lying 
off Queenstown, Ireland, waiting for 
the mail from London, my feelings 
in accord with the weather, yet try¬ 
ing ineffectually to rouse interest in 
my decidedly lugubrious surround¬ 
ings—watching the distant panorama 
of the town, and green hills beyond, 
together with an occasional ship or 
steamer passing by, just in from the 
sea. While so engaged I was sharply 
awakened from my reverie by a muf¬ 
fled voice coming from a figure clad 
in a long ulster, reaching almost to 
the deck, with upstanding collar part¬ 
ly concealing the face, and a cap 
down over the eyes, calling me by 
name and saying: “For the Lord’s 
sake, is it you?” 

Inasmuch as there wfs nothing 


recognizable, either in the figure or 
the voice, I was about saying, “I 
think you have made a mistake,” 
when the figure, no doubt surprised 
at my lack of enthusiasm, said petu¬ 
lantly, calling me by name, “Don’t 
you know me?” to which I replied, 
“If I could see more of you, then 
perhaps I might be able to answer 
your question.” The cap being raised 
disclosed, much to my surprise, the 
genial countenance of one of my most 
intimate college classmates from 
Boston, the last one I expected to 
meet so far from home. The incident 
was a mutually happy one all the 
way to New York. 

Several years after this experience, 
when on my way from Italy to Ger¬ 
many the train stopped at Ala, on thie 
Austrian frontier, for the customs ex¬ 
amination of baggage. It was along 
about midnight, and not an hour when 
a lone traveller is especially amiable 
or happy. Uevertheless, it was a re¬ 
lief to hear German spoken, of which 
I had a little knowledge, and to my 
ear, .seemed the next thing to good 
old U. S. after having wrestled la¬ 
mentably with the Italian for several 
weeks, with which I had little or no 
acquaintance. 

Upon the completion of the bag¬ 
gage examination I sauntered into 
the restaurant, and while waiting at 
the counter for my order to be 
served, upon looking toward the op¬ 
posite side of the room my attention 
was arrested by i man intently look-

B. & A. Brakeitifiin Threw Coal 

Missile Hurled from Freight at War¬ 
ren Hit Town Clerk Hastings 

A brakeman near the Warren sta¬ 
tion Sunday afternoon threw a piece 
of coal from a freight train on the 
Boston & Albany railroad, striking 
Joseph G. Hastings, Clerk of the town 
of Warren. Mr. Hastings was riding 
in an automobile with C. E. Comins 
of the same town when he was hit 
on the head. He saw the man throw 
the coal and the automobile was 
stopped and a description of the man 
and the number of the coal car taken. 
Then the two men raced the train to 
Warren station, where they expected 
the train to stop, but the train did 
not stop, although they saw the 
brakeman hiding in the rear of the 
coal car. 

Baggage Master George Sampson 
at Warren telephoned the facts to 
the train dispatcher in Boston and 
the train was stopped at West Brook¬ 
field and searched. The description 
given fitted one of the brakemen on 
the train and on the arrival of the 
train in Boston the crew was sum¬ 
moned before the trainmaster and 
Lester P. MacCabe of Alston admit¬ 
ted throwing the coal. On advice of 
the tAiinmaster Mr. MacCabe went 
to Warren Mondaj' and talked with 
Mr. Hastings and Mr. Comins. He 
said that he did not throw the coal 
with any malicious intent, but had 
been throwing at the telegraph poles 
along the line. 

Owner of Panfsy Park Dead 

L. W. Qoodell, Noted Plant Expert, 
Dies at Home in Dwight 

Lafayette W. Goodell, 68, proprie¬ 
tor of the famous Pansy Park estate 
in Dwight, and for many years a 
prominent horticulturalist and seeds¬ 
man, died at his home in Pansy Park 
last Friday. Mr. Goodell devoted his 
entire life to the culture of flowers 
and transformed his homestead into 
Pansy Park, a beautiful flower gar¬ 
den which for years had attracted 
visitors from grea.t distances. His 
flower seeds were sold all over the 
country, and as a florist and seedsman 
his services and plants were in great 
demand. He received orders from 
public parks for thousands of pan¬ 
sies and other plants for a great many 
years. Mr. Goodell has exhibited 
flowers and fruits and vegetables at 
the Amherst Fair for 40 consecutive 
years. He was a life member of 
eight horticultural societies, including 
the Massachusetts Horticultural So¬ 
ciety, which awarded him more than 
200 premiums. 

Mr. Goodell was the son of Asahel 
and Charlotte Goodell, his mother 
being a descendant of Roger Williams 
of Rhode Island. Mr. Goodell leaves 
a brother, W. F. Goodell of Dwight, 
a sister, Bessie M. Goodell of Nor¬ 
wich, Conn., and a nephew, Lindsley 
G. Smith of New London. The fun¬ 
eral was held Sunday afternoon in 
the chapel in Dwight. 

Belchertown Needs Money 

There will be a special town meet- 
in Belchertown Tuesday night at 8. 
The majority of the articles in the 
warrant call for additional appropri¬ 
ations. The school department re¬ 
quests a supplementary allotment of 
$3500, which they claim is necessita¬ 
ted by the fact that they had to raise 
the salary of,the superintendent from 
$1800 to $2500. Several schoolhouses 
are in bad condition and need repairs 
at once. An appropriation of $1000 
is called for to be expended on the 
repairs of bridges. The heavy snow 
bills used up nearly all the money 
available for unrestricted highway 
purposes. The town will take action 
on accepting the $4000 legacy from 
the Whiting Street estate and will 
appoint someone to act for the town 
in the settlement. Two minor appro¬ 
priations are called for, one of $125 
for the tax collector and one of $75 
for the insurance ^account. The town 
will also take action on the accep¬ 
tance of the'provisions of the act al¬ 
lowing Sunday sports.

Fines of $50 
Each Imposed 

On Three Worcester Negroes For 
Beating Up Chauffeur 

NEAR NORTH WILBRAHAM LAST WEEK 


Wives Pay Fines. Drunken Trio As¬ 
sailed Inoffensive Man at 
Side of the Road 

William Ward, James Ward and 
William Carasaw, 'Negroes, all of 
Worcester, were fined $50 each in the 
District Court yesterday (Thursday) 
morning for an assault on Milan D. 
Baker of Gardner early in the morn¬ 
ing of June 21st on the Springfield 
road about a mile and a half west of 
North Wilbraham. The fines were 
paid. 

Baker told the story of the assault, 
as has been given before. On his way 
home from the Mohawk Trail with a 
party of four his car became disabled 
and he drew out to the side of the 
road. Unable to get assistance, the 
party was waiting for daylight when 
a car containing three men came 
along going west with the lights 
out. Baker was asked to assist, and 
went to work on the lights. Soon 
a car passed going east, and in a mo¬ 
ment the men in the car he was 
working on drove off hurriedly. 
Three Negroes came up to him from 
the car which had just passed and 
had been stopped nearby and 
one asked if Baker had called them 
a vile name as they passed; he replied 
that he had not, but was set upon by 
the three and given a severe beating; 
one blow on the back of the head 
left him dazed for a quarter of an 
hour, and blood flowed from his nose 
eyes and mouth. He had no weapon 
or anything in his hand; no tools 
from the car, or anything of the kind. 

Mrs. Maude Asman of Gardner, 
one of the party in Baker’s car, told 
of the Negroes’ car stopping after it 
had passed and the men passing 
back in the direction of Baker. She 
jumped out and ran back and saw the 
fracas—the three Negroes were bus¬ 
ily engaged in beating Baker until 
one of the women from the Negro 
car came back and urged the men to 
desist. 

Frank Mullins, the driver for the 
Negroes, testified that he was or¬ 
dered to stop and did so, and that the 
three men went back. They returned 
later and he drove on. He neither 
saw nor heard any of the row. 

Police Officer John F. Tierney of 
Worcester testified to the arrest of 
the men in that city later, and that 
they were drunk. 

William Ward, one of the defend¬ 
ants, took the stand and stated that 
as their car passed Baker a vile epi¬ 
thet was hurled at them. He went 
back alone to “see what the trouble 
was,” and asked Baker if he had made 
the remark. Baker told him to keep 
away, an'd repeated the remark. He 
then smashed Baker in the face and 
received a smash in return which 
knocked him down. As he arose 
to his feet he saw Baker’s arm uplift¬ 
ed and cried out to Carasaw, who 
came up just then, “Get his arm,” 
which Carasaw did. Mrs. William 
Ward joined the party at this point 
and urged them to return to their 
car as they did so. Carasaw tes¬ 
tified to the same thing, with the ad¬ 
dition that while Mrs. Ward was 
hanging on her husband’s neck plead¬ 
ing with him" to stop fighting, Mrs. 
Asman was doing the same for Baker. 
James Ward did not come up until the 
affair was all over. 

Counsel for the defendants tried 
to have the Court take the view that 
William Ward was the only offender; 
that he had been insulted, and had 
gone back to inquire into the cause, 
whereupon Baker had repeated the 
insult and then attacked him. While 
he was not justified there was prov¬ 
ocation, which should have a bear¬ 
ing on the case. Judge Kenefick de¬ 
clined to take this view, stating that 
he believed that the defendants were 
in a drunken condition and that all 
were guilty of the charge of assault. 
After the fines had been imposed de¬ 
fendants’ counsel asked for an ex¬ 
tension of time in which they might 
be paid, but the Court declined; 
whereupon the wives of the men 
came forward with the funds.

TO REVIVE SHOCK SUFFERERS 

Application of Artificial Respiration 
Must Be Kept Up Despite Seem¬ 
ing Discouragement. 

Dr. S. Jellinek, analyzing the effects 
of severe electric shocks received by 
contact with the electrified wire fences 
during the World war, wrote in Elek- 
trotechnik und Maschlnenbau that an 
Important factor was the state of pre¬ 
paredness of the victim. 

Experience, says the Scientific Amer¬ 
ican, has shown that a shock 
which was likely to prove fatal if 
received unexpectedly, was harmless 
when anticipated. Experiments on 
animals have confirmed this impres¬ 
sion and have been instrumental In 
showing that physiological effects of 
shocks administered with direct and 
indirect current are dtstinctly differ¬ 
ent.

Still Torn Up 


North Main Street in Worse 
Shape Than Last Week 


TELEPHONE COMPANY ADDS TO MESS 


By Laying Conduit; State Highway 
Commission to Start Work 
There Next Week 

Travel on North Main street has 
not been an unalloyed pleasure this 
week, especially since Tuesday. The 
north side of the street has remained 
in much the same condition as last 
week—the dirt from the street rail¬ 
way excavation being thrown into the 
traveled way on that side, liberally 
mixed with the rain of Sunday and 
converted into a mass of mud at 
first, and later deep ruts, making pas¬ 
sage on that side positively danger¬ 
ous. 

On the south side the conditions 
were a little better until Tuesday. 
There was sufficient room for two 
ordinary autos to pass conveniently 
and the street railway gang had com¬ 
pleted its work to a point beyond the 
I Point of rocks. But Tuesday morn¬ 
ing the telephone company began 
the laying of a conduit on the south 
side, in the edge of the traveled way, 
and by night had ripped up a space a 
hundred feet long or more, with two 
larger excavations for manholes. 
These were so close to the roadway 
that it left scarcely room for one 
car to pass, and then only by the 
most careful maneuvering. The con¬ 
dition of the road was such that the 
Wright Wire Company was com¬ 
pelled to suspend traffic on this strip, 
and send its trucks over the hill from 
Shearer’s Corner to the Thorndike 
road on their way to the freight 
houses in the village. This condition 
was remedied yesterday morning 
however. The telephone company 
is working under a location given it 
several years ago, when it desired to 
string a cable, along North Main 
street but was refused permission. 

Much adverse criticism has been 
heard against the street railway com¬ 
pany for leaving the street in its 
present condition so long; against the 
highway surveyors of the town, and 
against other officials. It develops, 
however, that the street railway com¬ 
pany is following instructions from 
the State Highway Commission, 
which is to put in at once the por¬ 
tion of the new road surface which 
belongs to the street railway, and 
later build the cement road. It was 
planned to begin work on the job 
yesterday morning, but it developed 
that the Bridge street bridge over the 
Quaboag river is not deemed strong 
enough for the heavy loads of trap 
rock from the Monson quarries, and 
there will be a short delay until the 
bridge can be timbered up from be¬ 
neath. It is probable however that 
the work will be started next Mon¬ 
day. 


Tax Rate of $30 Per $1000 


Ware will Boost Figures $11 Higher 
Than Those of Last Year 

Ware property owners are facing 
a possible tax rate of $30.60 per $1000, 
an increase of exactly $11 over last 
year. Appropriations were unusually 
liberal at the annual town meeting, 
but while improvements and luxuries 
are nice to have, they cost money and 
must be paid for. The town appro¬ 
priations were $192,548, for the State 
$20,860, and for the County $1510; 
there is also a special State tax of 
$983, a total of $229,942. There is an 
offset of $29,928, leaving about 
$200,000 to be raised by taxation. The 
assessors had planned a re-valuation 
of the town this year, but gave it up.

To Name Price 


Special Fire District Meeting 
Called to Consider It 


FIGURE HAS NOT BEEN GIVEN OUT 


But a “Fair Price’’ Has Been Prom¬ 
ised; If Too High, Property 
■* May Be Taken 

The Board of Water Commission¬ 
ers have progressed to a point in 
their negotiations with the Palmer 
Water Company which will justify 
them in bringing the matter to the 
attention of the voters of the fire 
district, and they have caused a spec¬ 
ial meeting to be called for Tuesday 
evening, August 3d, in Holbrook Hall, 
for that purpose. While no figures 
have been quoted yet, the Palmer 
Water Company has promised to 
have a price ready for that meeting. 
Full plans of its works and mains are 
in the possession of the Commision- 
ers, who are making an exhaustive 
study of them. There are several 
articles in the warrant. One is to 
see if the Fire District will vote to 
purchase the property oi the water 
company. In case this is refused, 
there is an article to see if the Dis¬ 
trict will vote to take the property 
under condemnation proceedings, as 
provided by law. There is an arti¬ 
cle to see if the District will vote to 
raise the necessary funds for the ac¬ 
quisition of the property, and another 
to see if the District will adopt a 
set of rules for the guidance of the 
Water Commissioners. 

There is little question as to the 
outcome of the meeting, as it is cer¬ 
tain that the voters of the Fire Dis¬ 
trict will decide to acquire the prop¬ 
erty under one method or the other. 
The matter has been under consider¬ 
ation for years, in one form or an¬ 
other, but the recent increased de¬ 
mands for water service and the in¬ 
ability or disinclination of the water 
company to provide them, leaves no 
choice but for the District to go into 
the water business for itself imme¬ 
diately.

Much Storm Damage at Ware 


Trees Uprooted and Crops Damaged 
Sunday; Quantities of Rain 

The electric storm of Sunday cre¬ 
ated considerable trouble in Ware, 
as crops and orchards were damaged, 
trees blown down, telephone lines 
put out of commission and the elec¬ 
tric light service crippled for several 
hours. F. E. Marsh, Sealer of Weights 
and Measures, saw a balm of Gilead 
tree which he had planted 35 years 
ago torn up by the roots and felled 
by the wind. Close by, at the home 
of W. B. Eddy, a large maple was 
ripped out of the ground and car¬ 
ried against the home. Another fall- ] 
ing tree took a foot of brick off the 
chimney of the Marsh house. Sev¬ 
eral of the streets of the town were 
turned into rivers with water three 
feet deep in places. The driveway at 
Albertine’s block was badly washed 
out. Employees of the Ware Elec¬ 
tric Company were busy until late 
Monday night repairing wire broken 
by falling trees and limbs. Lightning 
struck the station of the Connecticut 
River transmission company on the 
Gilbertville road and put the station 
out of commission until 10 o’clock 
Monday night. Power was furnished 
Ware from the Palmer station until 
repairs were completed. 

The damage done the orchards and 
gardens within the town limits is es¬ 
timated at over $1000. Gardens were 
laid flat in some parts, while in others 
little damage was done. In nearly 
every orchard small fruit trees were 
blown down and limbs torn off. On 
the high school plots the crops on 
the south end were damaged, but 
those on the north end showed no 
bad results.

Successive Nights 
Thieves broke into Brigham’s, gar- 
rage on West Main street, Warren, 
last week Thursday night and stole 
tires, spark plugs and tubes valued at 
$250.

Only About 40 Appear to Have 
Interest in Matter 


COMMITTEE COMES TO NO DECISION 


Converse “Red Barn” Lot, Barton 
Lot, Shearers Corner and 
Lawrence Farm Named 

There was an attendance of about 
40 at the hearing last Thursday even¬ 
ing to consider possible sites for the 
new memorial high school, a small 
number when the importance of the 
question is taken into account, and it 
is difficult to understand the lack of 
public interest in the matter. While, 
by vote of the town, the building is 
to be erected in the village of Palmer, 
there were a number of residents of 
other villages present at the hearing. 

David F. Dillon, chairman of the 
building committee, called the meet¬ 
ing to order and announced that the 
committee wished to hear the opin¬ 
ions of any persons present interest¬ 
ed in the matter in hand, and invited 
all present to express their senti¬ 
ments. There were only five who did 
so. 

David L. Bodfish suggested that 

plenty of land is most desirable, and 
this, he thought, was to be found in 
the Barton lot on North Main street, 
which includes the so-called E. 
Brown residence and the land on 
which it stands. The Shearer lot on 
North Main street, he conceded, was 
also a good location. The Barton lot 
was also favored by Stephen K. 
Jones because of its sightly location. 

Rev. Frederick Viggers favored the 
Converse property facing Converse 
avenue and known as the “Red barn” 
lot. This is in a central location, eas¬ 
ily accessible from all sections, and 
sufficiently large to furnish every¬ 
thing needed for years to come. E. 
B. Taylor also spoke in favor of this 
property. 

Judge Kenefick favored the Law¬ 
rence farm on the Thorndike road- 
The primary purpose of the proposed 
development is to establish an in¬ 
dustrial unit, which can be developed 
and enlarged from time to time as. 
required. This the Lawrence lot af¬ 
forded, in his opinion, while the otheV 
locations mentioned did not. The 
trend of residential growth in \ ne 
village of Palmer is toward this tract, 
he averred. Mrs. Frances Lawrence, 
the owner of the property^ was in¬ 
vited to speak, but stated that she 
was present only because she had un¬ 
derstood her property had been men¬ 
tioned, and wished to know the out¬ 
come of the matter. 

Chairman Dillon thanked those 
present for their attendance and sug¬ 
gestions. The committee adjourned 
without any intimation as to its pref¬ 
erences. They will have maps of the 
several locations suggested prepared, 
so that they may be better able to 
judge of their comparative size, and 
so aided in arriving at a conclusion.

Electricity to Locate Oil. 

New uses for electricity are con¬ 
stantly appearing. One of the latest 
Is the detection of crude oil In the 
earth Instead of boring for It. It Is 
stated that crude petroleum has been 
located, electrically In the shallow oil¬ 
field near Corsicana, Tex., and that 
further tests are being made around 
Burkburnett. A series of batteries Is 
used for the test, the negative ter¬ 
minal being connected to a wire 
which Is dropped Into a dry waterhole, 
valley or indentation, and the positive 
terminal being connected to a “land 
wire,” which is used to make contact 
at various points on the surface of 
the field Investigated. It Is stated 
that the higher electrical resistance 
of oil compared with other constitu¬ 
ents of the earth, permits it to be lo¬ 
cated by the reduced deflection of a 
sensitive instrument in the circuit. 

Pulp Yields 20 Commoditie*. 

Twenty commodities manufactured 
from near-silk made from the pulp of 
fir, spruce and hemlock are being ex¬ 
hibited by the West Coast Lumber¬ 
men’s association in Portiand, Ore. 
The exhibit was prepared In the Unit¬ 
ed States forests products laboratory 
of the University of Wisconsin and Is 
being sent to all parts of the country 
for Inspection. The commodities In¬ 
clude silk cloth, silk stockings, gun¬ 
powder, paper absorbent (a substitute 
for absorbent cotton), paper bagging, 
rope and twine. linoleum, shingles, 
reed fiber for furniture and matting, 
paper lath, rug yarn, paper webbing 
and phonograph records.—Indianapo¬ 
lis News.

New Subatanee, Duroprene, Is Said to 
Be Adapted to a Wide Range

Not least 
Interesting Is duroprene, obtained by 
the chlorination of rubber, and resist¬ 
ing reagents that readily attack rub¬ 
ber, such as ozdtae, nitrous and nitric 
acids, hydrochloric acid, etc. Describ¬ 
ing it to the Liverpool section of the 
Society of Chemical Industry, Mr. A.

It is soluble in 
benzine and coal tar naphtha, carbon 
tetrachloride, and trichlorethylene, but 
the ordinary varnish is a 10 per cent 
solution in benzine and solvent naph¬ 
tha.

The 
very thin film has been Immersed for 
days in caustic potash, caustic soda, 
ammonia and the mineral acids—hy¬ 
drochloric, jiltric and sulphuric—with¬ 
out sign of decomposition, and It is 
quite Insoluble in alcohol, ether, petro¬ 
leum oils, and paraffin. Being also 
highly insulating and very adhesive, 
duroprene is adapted for a wide range 
of uses. It serves as antl-corroelve

VOYAGE FAMOUS \H HISTORY 

Wooden Paddle Wheel Steamer, the 
Golden Age, Paved the Way for 
« the Mighty Magantic. 

Departure from Sydney recently of 
the White Star liner Megantic for Liv¬ 
erpool by way of New Zealand, the 
Panama canal, the West Indies and 
New York, recalls her historic fore¬ 
runner of 1854, says the New York 
Tribune. 

The vessel, the Golden Age, was a 
wooden paddle wheel steamer, belong¬ 
ing to the New York and Australian 
Steam Navigation company. The in- 
tentlon of the company was to run six 
vessels “via Panama,” the Panama 
railroad, capitalized at $7,000,000, be¬ 
ing the connecting link on the then un¬ 
divided Isthmus with the West India 
Royal Mall Steam Packet company, 
running from Southampton. 

The Crimean war, yellow fever on 
the isthmus and other causes con¬ 
spired to defeat the company’s plans. 
The Golden Age was commanded by 
Lieut. David D. Porter of the United 
States navy, who afterward became 
famous as a Union admiral during the 
Civil war. 

The Golden Age left Melbourne for 
Panama via Sydney and Tahiti, May 
5, 1854. She reached Sydney on May 
11 with 300 passengers. Her cargo 
included a consignment of gold dust 
and she reached England In 66 days. 

DRAWS MUSIC FROM A SAW 

New Yorker Get* Startling and Pleas¬ 
ing Effects by Using the Tool 
as a Vio4in. 

The conventional saw has recently 
appeared in a new role—namely, as a 
musical Instrument Indeed, one of 
the leading novelties of a current New 
York musical revue is the musical car¬ 
penter who uses his saw as a violin. 

After protracted experimentation 
and untiring practice, Sam Moore of 
New York city has succeeded In get¬ 
ting very agreeable music from ordin¬ 
ary carpenter’s saw, according to the 
Scientific American. He holds the saw 
handle between his legs, holds the tip 
of the saw in one band and works the 
usual violin bow with the other. The 
vibrating steel blade emits soft, ap¬ 
pealing notes, the pitch of which is 
varied by changing the curvature of 
the blade. 

All sorts of queer effects can be 
obtained by the adept manipulation 
of the blade; in fact; the music de¬ 
rived by this means can hardly be de¬ 
scribed. If anything. It resembles the 
human voice; then again It has the 
queer wail of the Hawaiian Ukulele. 
All In all, the effect Is startling and 
pleasing.

In order to acquaint the public with the general telephone 
situation, and some of the reasons for delay in completing new 
installations—chief among which is the difficulty of getting the 
numerous kinds of necessary material—we have prepared a senes 
of ann ouncements of which this is the first. 

The General 
Telephone Situation 

The reason orders for new telephone service cannot be completed as 
promptly as in the past, and that some orders are delayed weeks or even 
months, is that we are trying to meet an abnormal demand for service with 
a sub-normal supply of the materials necessary to give service. 

It is' not unnatural for persons moving into a house which formerly had 
, telephone service to assume that, because of that fact, service is readily pos¬ 
sible. For this mistaken assumption we ourselves are chiefly responsible, 
because we used to talk about “renting” a telephone, and even bill sub¬ 
scribers for “monthly rental.” Consequently the mind of the average sub¬ 
scriber is still focussed on the telephone instrument as the controlling factor of 
telephone service. 

While the telephone instrument is indispensable, it is only one of more 
than a hundred essential parts of telephone equipment. Lacking any of these 
parts, a telephone switchboard would be as ineffective as an automobile with- 
out its carburetor. 

Some of these parts are made by ourselves; others by dozens of specialty 
manufacturers in various parts of the country. We could increase produc¬ 
tion if we could get the raw material and the transportation. But with labor 
troubles in the wire-drawing mills came a shortage of the copper wire neces¬ 
sary for cable and switchboards. Scarcity of paper caused almost a famine 
of the special kind of paper necessary for the insulation of these copper wires 
in the cables. And then came freight embargoes, following railroad labor 
troubles, so that for three weeks this summer one of the largest cable manu¬ 
facturing plants in the country had to shut down because it could neither get 
the necessary raw material into its plant nor the much wanted finished prod¬ 
uct out of its plant and on its way to us. 

The desire of waiting customers for telephone service is not more keen 
than our desire to serve them at once. We want them to feel that we are 

earnestly trying to do this as rapidly and as fairly as possible.

Far Eaat, Lacks What Ameri¬ 
cans Considsr Essential. 

A <rlty with some 850,000 Inhab¬ 
itants and no running water—such Is 
Vladivostok, as described by Phil Nor¬ 
ton In the columns of Travel. Nor 
la thte lack of an everyday convenience 
made less pressing by the fact that 
Vladivostok Jumped from a popula¬ 
tion of about 90,000 people without 
adding to the number of houses. The 
Manchu water vender, with his hogs¬ 
head mounted on two wheels and 
drawn by sturdy, thick-coated Sibe¬ 
rian horses, takes the place of pli)es 
and faucets, filling his hogshead at a 
shallow well In some private or pub¬ 
lic yard, and retailing the commodity 
at the rate of two buckets a day for 
a month, for about $2 in American 
money. He carries the buckets at the 
end of a pole over his shoulder. If one 
can manage to live In reasonable com¬ 
fort In Vladivostok, a coolie boy <?an 
be procured to bring water to one’s 


room, and heat It In the kitchen. Or 
again. If the water vender has failed 
to arrive, the coolie boy will gather 
snow and melt It, and there Is one’s 
morning bath. If one wants more gen¬ 
erous ablution one goes to the public 
baths; and If one wants a drink of 
water one thoroughly bolls the mer¬ 
chandise of the water vender before 
drinking It. And this city of the priml- 
ttve water supply Is now the political 
capital of the far east.

Vaccination 

Wtifdren entering school in the 
fall when it re-opens on Tuesday, 
September. 7, must have been vaccin¬ 
ated or must present a certificate of 
exemption from a physician. Many 
children appear at school every fall 
without jany attempt having been 
made to meet the requirements of 
the law ■in this respect. These chil¬ 
dren are sent home immediately. 
They then are vaccinated and are 
often absent several days as a result. 
Parents are urged to see that the 
matter of vaccination is attended to 
at this time. 

Reimbursement from General School 
Fund 

The reimbursement from the Mass¬ 
achusetts General School Fund to the 
town of Palmer for the last school 
year will be $16,790. The amount of 
the reimbursement is dependent up¬ 
on two things: (Ij the number of 
teachers meeting specified require¬ 
ments as to salary, training and ex¬ 
perience; (2) the valuation per pupil 
in average membership in the public 
schools. 

Under the specifications as to teach¬ 
ers, there are three grades of class¬ 
ification, with proportional reim¬ 
bursement : (Class A) $200 for every 
person who has received as a salary 
not less than $850 and who is a grad¬ 
uate of an approved normal school 
or college and has had at least two 
years’ teaching experience or who 
possesses preparation and teaching 
experience accepted in lieu thereof. 
(Class B) $150 for every person who 
has received a salary not less than 
$750 and (a) who has satisfactorily 
completed one year of professional 
training in an approved normal school 
or teachers’ training school, and has 
had at least three years of teaching 
experience; or (b) is a graduate of 
an approved normal school or col¬ 
lege, and has had at least one year 
of teaching experience; or (c) who 
possesses preparation and teaching 
experience accepted in lieu of either. 
(Class C) $100 for every person who 
receives as salary not less than $650.

In order to acquaint the public with the general telephone 
situation, and some of the reasons for delay in completing new 
installations—chief among which is the difficulty of getting the 
numerous kinds of necessary material—we have prepared a se- 
• ries'of announcements of which this is the second. 

Reserve Telephone 
Equipment Exhausted 

We used to engineer our plant—switchboards, cables, circuits, and all 
necessary parts thereof—to anticipate by several years the growth of popula¬ 
tion or manufacturing in any particular place or region. Consequently, we 
were always able to meet promptly demands for service, no matter how large 
or unexpected. 

Hence, during the war period we were able to give service to a rapidly 
increasing list of subscribers, although we had little priority consideration as 
a necessary industry and were compelled by government restriction to aban¬ 
don our normal programme of advance construction. 

When the war ended, however, these reserve facilities had been almost 
wholly pre-empted by the growing demand. Our usual reserve of central 
offices, switchboards, power plants, conduits, cables, manholes, pole lines no 
longer existed. We required rubber, paper, copper wire, lumber, silk, clay, 
.glass, porcelain, paraffin, and many other things not ordinarily associated in 
the public mind with telephone service, in order to restore our reserves. 

Every business man will realize the difficulty experienced in getting 
some, if not all-of these, things. We had to get all, or devise some efficient 
substitute for those which could not be had. 

We have installed more new telephones thus far this year than in any 
previous similar period of telephone history; and we could have done still 
more but for the exhaustion of our reserve equipment caused by general 
conditions of production and transportation. These are showing signs of 
improvement, however. 

Our morale is good. Our people are earnestly desirous of giving good 
service and of extending it as fast as possible. Although there are many 
persons to whom we cannot at once give telephone service because of con¬ 
ditions wholly outside our organization, we are determined to meet their 
desires as soon as it is humanly possible to do so.

HALL OF FAME FOR TREES 

Many Histerle Perennial Plants Have 
Been Nominated for a Place in 
Institution. 

"The great Tree on Boston Common,” 
and ‘The Green Tree Hotel” at Le- 
Claire. la., the most famous tree on the 
Mississippi river, have been nominated 
for a place in the “hall of fame for 
big trees,” being compiled by the 
American Forestry association. 

The great tree on Boston Common 
was blown down in a storm Febrnary 
15, 191 ^ the centennial of the year in 
which the colonists gathered around 
the tree and started for Lexington to 
give battle to the British. 

The Green Tree hotel at loClalre Is 
well known on the Mississippi river. 


because to the river men It was the 
welting place of men out of a Job and 
looking for a trip. Therefore they 
gave It the name of the Green Tree 
hotel. It Is considered to be 120 years 
old. 

Other nominations for the hall of 
fame Include the De Soto Oak at 
Tampa, Fla., from which De Soto start¬ 
ed for the Mississippi and the West; 
the octopus tree. In Charles City coun¬ 
ty, Virginia, the largest and oldest tree 
in the state; the two oaks at Marlin- 
town. W. Va., marked In 1751 by Gen. 
Andrew Lewis; the tallest tree In the 
Balkans at Podgorltza, nominated by 
the Red Cross, which had headquai> 
ters near it during the war.

Opportunity Given Next Thursday 
Afternoon in Holbrook Hall 

The Registrars of Voters will hold 
a meeting in Holbrook Hall in Palmer 
on Thursday of next week, from 4 
o’clock in the afternoon until 8 o’clock 
at night, for the convenience of any 
who wish to register for the prima¬ 
ries September 7th. There will be 
ample opportunity later for regis¬ 
tering for the November election, as 
meetings of the Registrars will be 
held in each precinct, and a final half 
day meeting in Palmer. 

In order to give women an oppor¬ 
tunity to register, the meeting next 
Tuesday will be open at 4 in the aft¬ 
ernoon. The requirements are: Ap- 
I plicants must be citizens; must be at 
least 21 years of age; must not be 
paupers, or under guardianship; must 
be able to read and write the Eng¬ 
lish language; must show proof of at 
least one year’s residence in the State 
and six months’ residence in the 
town. Women who register are then 
eligible to vote for School Committee 
at any election; and by a special act 
of the Legislature, the names of all 
who register to vote for School Com¬ 
mittee are to be transferred automat¬ 
ically to the regular voting list in 
case they become eligible to vote in 
other elections—if they are regis¬ 
tered for the one they will not need 
to re-register. It is understood by 
some that women must register at a 
special meeting held for that pur¬ 
pose ; that is not so, they may reg- 
trars.

Senator Tarbell said in part: 

Two years ago I came to this beau¬ 
tiful town to join with you upon an \ 
occasion of this kind, and to-day I 
come again as your guest to help in 
these festivities which mark the . 
home-coming, the return to the old J 
home of many who have gone out 
into the world to seek their destiny ^ 
in other fields. And what a beauti¬ 
ful sentiment is attached to this oc¬ 
casion. The return to their mother, “ 
as it were, of her dutiful children. 
What a consolation to the town that / 
her sons and daughters, once a year 
or so, return here to place their bene¬ 
diction upon it. 

While the town of Wales, by that 
name, is only nearing its century 
mark, yet the village by the name of 
South Brimfield dates back well into 
the Colonial days, to the time when, 
in 1726, Anthony Needham and John 
Bullen built their cabins on the 
banks of yonder Wales Pond. These ^ 
men were the sturdy pioneers of civ¬ 
ilization in this neighborhood, and 
since that time to the present the 
people of this good town have been 
loyal to the town, as is well evidenced 
by this large gathering here to-day. 
From that humble beginning by 
these two settlers and their families 
the good people of this town have _ 
actively participated in all the events 
that have contributed to the great¬ 
ness of this Nation. Her delegates 
were found in all the councils of the 
colonies, the Continental Congress, 
the Cambridge Convention and the 
conventions at Hadley, at Hartford, 
and at Boston. Her men were found 
among the armies during the French 
and Indian wars, while in the war of 
the Revolution Captain Anthony 
Needham and a score or more of his 
fellow citizens rendered conspicuous 
service in the Continental army and 
contributed to the glorious result, 
the Independence of the Colonies and 
the birth of a new Nation, destine.d to I 
lead the World. The historian here 
relates that upon the call to arms _ 
this town gave generously of troops, 
arms and supplies, a fact of which 
you may well be proud; for to have 
taken a part in founding the basis of 
this great Republic is well worth 
the pride we should take in such a 
great event. 

In the later wars she has done her 
part, with the same generosity, with 
the same feeling of pride in her past 
achievements. So to-day you_come 
back to your home to again meet 
your old friends, to again greet those 
whom you have not met for some 
time. As we gather on these occa¬ 
sions we cannot help but cast our ] 
minds backward over the years to 
the times of the early settlers in this , 
locality. Perhaps we think we can ' 
see the forms of the Needhams, the 
Rogerses, the Mungers, the Jordans, 
the Shaws, as they went about their 
daily duties on the farm or in the 
grist and sawmills. Or later, the 
Wales, the Royces, other Rogers, the 
Parkers or Stewarts and many others 
in the early days of the Republic, all 
strong, substantial and influential 
men. 

And you, many of you no doubt 
descendants of these noble souls and 
no less sturdy citzens of this town, 
well may you take great pride in 
your ancesters. Many of those lie 
in yonder graveyards, God’s acre, 
blessed with the thought of a duty 
well and nobly done. This is, then, 
an auspicious occasion. Here in the 
beautiful hills of Hampden your 
forefathers planted their homes and 
here you gather to-day to pledge re¬ 
membrance to their memory. These 
beautiful hills it was their privilege 
to look upon, as it is also yours. True, 
they had to cut into the primeval 
: forests, while it is for you to look 
upon the finished product, made so 
1 by their efforts and the bountiful help 
of Nature. Their’s was the crude be- 
. ginning of what is now the beautiful 
setting which surrounds us, but their 
: heavens are your heavens, their sun¬ 
light your sunlight, their skies your 
: skies. And as these occasions roll 
1 around and you again return here as 
• dutiful sons or daughters of this town 
! you always carry in your minds the 
; story of the early settlers, their sac¬ 
rifices, their energies, their stead- 
■ fastness in the colonial days, as well 
- as the patriotism and sacrifices of 
those who followed them in the suc- 
, ceeding generations. While we should 
Ihink and ought not to forget the 
story of the local patriots, let us not 
forget the story of the Nation, in the 


founding of which these early settlers 
played so important a part. 

As we gather here to-day, it is 
well to look back over the wonder¬ 
ful years of that early time, years 
full of history, each and every one 
of which is indelibly marked with the 
triumphs of the American mind. From 
the small beginning we have grown 
to be the leading and most powerful 
nation in the world. This success 
is because of our steadfast adherence 
to the great principles of Liberty and 
Justice, liberty to the individual, jus¬ 
tice to the oppressed. This great na¬ 
tion, in the past, has been secure be¬ 
cause of its citizenship. We have 
read in the pages of history how na¬ 
tions, powerful nations, have crum¬ 
bled in the dust because their citi¬ 
zens were not true to the great tra¬ 
ditions of the empires. But we need 
have no fear of the safety of this Re¬ 
public as long as its citizens are true 
to the teachings of its forefathers, 
as long its citizens are not false to 
their high ideals. America and Amer¬ 
ica’s great free institutions are se¬ 
cure to all time and to all genera¬ 
tions if its citizens prove themselves 
worthy of her citizenship. 

Let us, here and now, take new in¬ 
spiration. Let us pledge ourselves 
to promote with new vigor those 
great qualities in man which guar¬ 
antees to the Nation good citizenship, 
for, after all, a nation is only as good 
as its citizens. With the great prob¬ 
lems of the future before us, a rem¬ 
edy will be sought to ease the minds 
of the people, now sorely disturbed 
by a condition resultant from the 
causes of war. The future will, I be¬ 
lieve, bring relief. We must have pa¬ 
tience. We must preach patience to 
the people now in a disturbed con¬ 
dition of mind. We must have faith, 
not only in Massachusetts, as our 
worthy Governor pleads, but we must 
have faith in ourselves, faith in the 
Nation, faith in God, who rules the 
destinies of man. Then will Amer¬ 
ica stand out strikingly as the leader 
among the nations of the world, ra¬ 
diantly beautiful with God’s sun shin¬ 
ing upon her, the land of the free and 
the home of the brave.

In order to acquaint the public with the general telephone 
situation, and some of the reasons for delay in completing new 
installations—chief among which is the difficulty of getting the 
numerous kinds of necessary material—^we have prepared a series 
of a nn ouncements of which this is the third. 

New Telephone 
Equipment Scarce 

We appreciate, and with deep sympathy, the feelings of a subscriber who 
has bought or leased a house in some section where, for the time being, we 
are without facilities, and who says to our commercial representative; “Why, 
you have poles and wires on the street and the house itself is wired. All you 
need to do is to connect us up. ’ ’ 

We wish the solution were as simple as all that. There may be poles 
and wires, but every wire already assigned. There may be a cable, but not 
a spare circuit in the cable. There may be a spare circuit, but not another 
inch of available switchboard at the central office with which to connect that 
circuit. We have had new sections of switchboard delayed weeks m their 
operation because of the absence of such little accessories as ringing keys or 
relays. 

The reason for this scarcity of telephone equipment is very simple. We 
couldn’t maintain our usual ratio of advance construction during the ^^r be¬ 
cause the government needed for war purposes the very things we needed 
for telephone purposes. Consequently our margin of reserve facilities was 
gradually absorbed by the demand. 

We are short of copper wire, silk, rubber, clay, beeswax, glass, thread, por¬ 
celain, paper, paraffin, antimony, tin, shellac and other materials entering 
into the construction of telephone equipment because the whole world is 
short of these things or of the material fabricated from them. Our engineers 
are searching the markets of the world for these things while other experts 
are endeavoring to develop satisfactory substitutes. 

We are making progress in both directions, but it is necessarily slow be¬ 
cause never before has there been such a demand for service as at the present 
time.. Incidentally, there has never in a similar period been such a fulfilment 
of demand. 

We want to make clear to those awaiting telephone service that we real¬ 
ize the handicap under which they are laboring and are keenly desirous of 
removing it as soon as possible.

Flynt B. and C. Co. Restoring Office 
Grounds to Former Condition 

The Flynt Building and Construc¬ 
tion Company has been making nu¬ 
merous improvements about its of¬ 
fice on Main street, not the least of 
which is the remaval of the fence 
along the street between the office 
and the Hall block, and preparations 
for converting the small plot of land 
between the two buildings into flower 
beds and lawn. When the Flynt of¬ 
fice was first built the land was thus 
utilized, but after a time the grass 
and flowers were obliterated by those 
who persisted in climbing the fence 
in passing to and from the railroad 
tracks and Main street in order to 
avoid the slightly longer route via 
the Bridge street subway. Fences of 
all kinds, including picket and barbed 
wire, were put up by the railroad 
company, none lasting more than a 
few days, until the land controlled by 
the Flynt Company became a hard 
beaten path. Now a high wire fence 
of small mesh, surmouted by two 
strands of barbed wire, has been 
erected at the back of the plot, be¬ 
tween the railroad property and the 
Flynt lot, and the fence along the 
street removed. Already neat flower 
beds have been installed on the op¬ 
posite side of the office, and when the 
work is completed the appearance 
will be most attractive. A short cut 
to and from Main street and the rail¬ 
road is still available by way of the 
rear of Stone’s store and through a 
gate in the railroad fence, which is 
conveniently left open. Should the 
railroad conclude to close the gate — 
as at times in the past —and refuse to 
permit its being climbed, the Bridge 
street subway or the Main street 
overhead bridge from Main street to 
the station will perforce have to be 
made use of.

RETAIN OLD RELIGIOUS RITE 

Quapaw Indians Stick to Form of Wor- 
ship of Which Feast Forms an 
Important Part. 

In the vicinity of Devil’s Hollow, 
several miles east of Quapaw, Oklan 
there Is a wigwam-shaped church 
building located miles from any white 
man’s habitation, and a long distance 
from the nearest Indian domicile, 
where the Quapaw full-blooded Indians 
congregate regularly to worship the 
Great Spirit in silence. They sit about 
a tiny fire that has been built on a 
stone base In the middle of the dirt 
floor, from Saturday night at sundown 
till Sunday noon, fasting and praying, 
but never speaking a word. 

A .feature of their church meetings 
Is the feast that follows the fast and 
religious rites. The meal Is served 
in a little mess bouse nearby, and 
when the services are over the squaws, 
who have slipped out a few hours be¬ 
fore the time to close, are ready with 
the dinner and all sit down to partake 
of the food that Is always a part of the 
program. 

The church was built many years 
ago, so that the residents might have 
a place to worship, a custom still kept 
up, regardless of the fact that there Is 
no preacher, no choir, nothing to call 
them but the religions spirit of the In¬ 
dian. Chief Quapaw owns nearly 1,000 
acres of land In this region, but when 
he was offered $20,000 for a few acres 
of it that lay In the city of Quapaw, 
which was named after him, he re¬ 
fused because, he said, he knew the 
white man would try to get the money, 
but could not get the land away from 
him. 

Improved Sforeoptleon. 

A recent development of the stere- 
opticon operates automatically, throw¬ 
ing upon a screen a certain number 
of lantem-sllde views, usually 46, but 
100 or 200 or more by special adapta¬ 
tion.

The outfit with 
screen, slides, etc., packs into a suit¬ 
case, and Is especially fitted to enable 
the traveling salesman to show goods 
by picture, though also adapted for 
educational displays, home entertain¬

Many Monson Women Register 

Nearly 250 Eligible to Vote in Pri- 

maries; Will be More Later 

Woman suffrage, equal suffrage or 
universal suffrage, as one chooses to 
call the priviledge of women’s voting. 
was ushered in quietly in Monson last 
week and the chief indication that the 
long-desired 19th Amendment to the 
Consitution had become law was the 
registration of 245 Monson women on 
last Thursday and Saturday.

Many declare they are 
not interested in voting at all, and 
cannot see how their one vote will 
make any appreciable difference. 
Some of the old-time male voters do 
not take kindly to the new order of 
things, and cannot see why the worn- 
en—if they are to vote—should not

Physique of Country and City Boys. 

Under the selective draft law, regis¬ 
trants were given two physical exami¬ 
nations. one by the local draft boards 
and another by the ai-my surgeons af¬ 
ter the men who passed the local 
board examination reached camp. 
Analysis of these records of physi¬ 
cal examinations shows that the coun¬ 
try boys made better records than 
those from the cities; the white regis¬ 
trants better than the colored, and 
the native born better records than 
those of alien birth. These differ¬ 
ences are so considerable that 100,000 
country boys would furnish for the 
military service 4,790 more soldiers 
than would an equal number of city 
boys. Similarly, 1(X).000 whites would 
furnish 1,240 more soldiers than would 
an equal number of colored. Finally, 
100,000 native bom would yield 3,500 
more soldiers than would a like num¬ 
ber of foreign. The Importance of 
these figures may be appreciated by 
noting that 3,500 men Is equivalent to 
an Infantry regiment at full war 
strength.

Creatore at Riverside Sunday 

Another musical event of the high¬ 
est grade is scheduled for Riverside 
Park, Springfield, for Sunday, Sept. 

when Creatore, the famous band 
leader, and his band of 50 skilled 
musicians will give two concerts in 
the dance pavillion enclosure, after¬ 
noon and evening. Creatore is just 
completing a tour of Canada after 
that took him through the prin¬ 
cipal cities in the eastern part of the 
United States. In every place he gave 
concerts the critics declared that he 
was more effective and electric than 
ever, and that his musicians played 
with the greatest skill.

ODOR TRAVELS IN CURRENTS 

Experiments Seem to Have Demon- 

strated Fact Beyond All Possibility 
of Dispute. 

The rapid propagation of smells no¬ 
ticed In the open air appears due en- 
tirel.v to currents, since in small tubes, 
where currents do not exist, -the rate 
i.s found to be very small. Experi¬ 
ments along this line were first under¬ 
taken in England by Professor Ayr¬ 
ton. and additional data have been 
reported In this country. 

With ammonia diffusing through a 
tnlie a meter and a half long, over two 
hours elapsed before the smell could 
he detected at the other end of the 
tulie. Using different lengths of tubing, 
it was found that the time required 
for the diffusion of the smell was 
roughly proportloneil to the square 
of the length, .\innionia and hydro¬ 
gen sulphide were used for these ex- 
perinients. The presence of ammonia 
could be detected chemically at 
point in a tube after about the same 
time as when the sense of smell was 
used for a detector. ^ The rate of prop¬ 
agation of the smell of ammonia was 
not markedly different when this had 
to pass along the same tube either 
horizontally or vertically upward or 
vertically downward. With camphor, 
however, while the rates horizontally 
!tnd downward were about the sa 
the speed upward was about twice as 
great. The smell given to Iron and 
brass by rubbing these with the fin¬ 
gers was also tried; but gave no def¬ 
inite results. 


Efncienl American Farmers. 

The average American farmer pro¬ 
duces nearly three times as much food 
as any other farmer in the world. 
Most people will he surprised to hear^ 
this, especially In Europe. We often 
read that farm land abroad produces 
three or four times ns much per acre 
ns In the United States, and the Amer¬ 
ican farmer Is often criticized for this 
state of affairs. It Is true that an acre 
produces much more abroad, but that 
is because there are so many more 
men to work on It. Some 35 per cent 
of the population of the United States 
work on farms, and they not only fee<l 
themselves and the 65 per cent who 
live in cities, but most of the world be¬ 
sides.—Boys’ Life.

No electric appliances should ever 
be placed where a person In a bath¬ 
tub can reach them. Such Is the as¬ 
sertion of Dr. A. Ziramern in the 
Presse Medlcale (Paris) In comment¬ 
ing on the death of a colleague. Elec¬ 
trocution has taken place with a cur¬ 
rent of only 110 volts under such cir¬ 
cumstances. 

The reason is that the water on the 
hands and body provides exceptionally 
favorable conditions for conduction of 
the current. It is not safe to touch 
even an electric light, heater or bell 
when in the bath. Doctor Zlmmem 
cites recent cases as follows: 

A woman killed by holding an elec¬ 
tric light in one wet hand while turn¬ 
ing a water faucet with the other; a 
woman killed by wiping with a wet 
cloth the current distributing appar¬ 
atus for an electric heater; a man 
receiving a severe shock by taking 
hold of a chandelier while holding an 
electric light suspended by a wire. 

It is very dangerous to change an 
electric bulb when the hands are wet 
or the floor Is wet; a slight defect In 
the insulation may cause a severe 
shock or even death. 


Venice Art Being Restored. 

Now that the war Is over and V’en- 
Ice has recovered from the nightmare 
of having her wealth of art destroyed 
by shell Are, or, worse still, looted by 
soldiers, one by one her treasures from 
underground cellars or distant galler¬ 
ies are being returned to their places. 

One of her most admired posses¬ 
sions, however. Titian’s “Assumption 
of the Virgin,” which Is counted 
among the seven great masterpieces 
In the world, the pride of the Venetian 
Academy of Pine Arts, has been re¬ 
turned. not to the gallery, but to Its 
original home In the choir of the 
beautiful gothic Church of the Frarl, 
for which it was painted by Titian in 
1516. 

The magniflcent frame of carved 
marble originally built round It now 
shows off the glorious picture to ad¬ 
vantage and the Venetians are delight¬ 
ed that It should be restored to the 
position where Its donors and the 
great genius who composed It Intend¬ 
ed it to remain.

Doom, the little Dutch town iku\ 
the home of the former emperor of Ger¬ 
many, Is surrounded by sites that may 
give the former kaiser cause for re¬ 
flection, says a bulletin of the National 
Geographic society. At Rhenen he 
might find an historical companion In 
misery. Friedrich of Pfalz, the exiled 
king of Bohemia, took refuge there. 
Perhaps the most noteworthy aspect of 
Rhenen is its tower, which bears the 
name of Kunera, after the daughter of 
the ruler of the Orkney Isles, who ac¬ 
companied Ursula and her 11,(X)0 vir¬ 
gins on a pilgrimage to Rome. Upon 
their return, according to the legend, 
now known to have been based on a 
misreading of a Latin text, the maid¬ 
ens were coming ashore to Cologne 
when Huns killed them all except Ku¬ 
nera. Later she leaped to her death 
from a castle parapet. 

From the Moravian settlement of 
Zeist the former kaiser might learo of 
humility, virtue and genuine piety. 
Considerable property Is held in com¬ 
mon by the people. There widows, 
married women and girls are classified 
by their attire. At Maarshergen the 
Pyramid of Austerlitz was erected by 
Marmonf's soldiers to commemorate 
the crowning of Napoleon. At Utrecht 
the treaty was signed which opened the 
way for Britain’s present great com¬ 
mercial power, as It gave her Gibraltar 
and several colonies. 


PURPLE DYE FROM SHELLFISH 

Possibility That New Industry May Be 
Developed, Since the Supply Is 
Inexhaustible. 

On the Pacific coast of Costa Rica, 
especially in the region about Cocos 
bay, there abounds a kind of shellfish 
called the “nacascol,” from which a 
fine purple color is obtained. So far 
no way has been found for preserving 
this dye, and the industry has remain¬ 
ed in the hands of the few old people 
who take the trouble to dye a few 
ounces of thread every summer. The 
proc€?ss Is very simple. On picking up 
the shell from the beach or detaching 
It from a bowlder, the gatherer blows 
her breath Into It, whereupon a few 
drops of a greenish liquor ooze out. 
This liquor is collected in a clamshell 
and after a suffleiefnt quantity has 
been collected the thread is passed 
through it. soon after assuming, on ex¬ 
posure to the snnliglit, a beautiful 
purple color, which is absolutely fast 
after it has turned purple. It Is 
thought possible that the dye toms 
fast only on exposure to the air and 
that the liquor could be preserved by 
keeping the air from It. There Is 
little doubt that this industry of dye¬ 
ing thread could be extended to 
greater proportions If an extensive de¬ 
mand at good prices could be found 
for the ; dyes,tuff. 

General Woed’e First Battle. 

When Geronlmo, the last of the 
great Apache chieftains, began mur¬ 
dering American' women and most 
hideously torturing American children 
in New Mexico and Arizona, Leonard 
Wood, then an army surgeon, exchang¬ 
ing his surgeon’s scalpel for a rifle, 
became one of a famous little com¬ 
pany which chased the monster over 
the sandy and burning' plains of the 
Southwest and northern Mexico, and 
did not desist until the enemy surren¬ 
dered. The reports of Generals Law- 
ton and Miles witness to the healthy- 
minded zeal which - Wood manifested 
toward the barbarians who wreaked 
their savagery on American women 
and children; and the fact that Wood 
received that greatest of all military 
distinctions for his efficient bravery 
in this campaign—the medal of con¬ 
gress—is testimony of the same kind. 
—Burton J. Hendrick in the World’s 
Work. 


Trunk Lines !■ the Air. 

Longdistance air transportation will 
soon be a commonplace. The success¬ 
ful trip from London to Australia re¬ 
cently complete has encouraged Great 
Britain to lay out a number of great 
air routes, connecting England by 
great trunk lines with its possessions. 
The service will be maintained at first 
by airships and later doubtless by air¬ 
planes. The first of these tmnk lines 
will connect London with Canada by 
way of Newfoundland. Another line 
will operate between London and 
Egypt and will be extended to South 
Africa.

"Champion.” “ring,” "knockout,” “com¬ 
ing man,” “singles,” “football.” “tour¬ 
ing club." “skating "rink,”—long is the 
list of such English words In French. 
Even the French labor dialect has 
suffered some English Infusions— 
‘trade union,” “lockout,” “leaders.” 
There Is even the lovely verb “lockoub- 
er.” “Whisky” and “pale ale” and 
other exported names of sin must most¬ 
ly remain unmentionable here. 

Tlie war has Introduced “boy scouts.” 
hardly to be recognized In Its French 
pronunciation, “scoots.” "Tanks” and 
“nurses” are familiar words In con¬ 
temporary French. At a theater or rail¬ 
road oflRce .vou are almost as likely to 
get a “ticket” as a “bllleL” “On the 
golf links,” wrote an English collector 
of French Anglicisms last year, “one 
may hear ‘J’al droppe une balle,’ In¬ 
stead of the clumsy ‘lalsse tomber.’ ” 
“Lavatory” has suffered a sea change. 
In Paris It means a barber shop where 
you can get a shampoo.

^HcQM^^of Receptacles That Have 
iteen Long In Use. 

Lynn and Saugus, noted In other 
ways, are pertiaps unique In their pos¬ 
session of ancient jury boxes. An¬ 
cient as American things go, for the 
Lynn box has been In constant use 
for 150 years, and the one In Saugus 
has served for probably over 100 years. 

Names of all men eligible for serv¬ 
ice on juries were deposited In the 
box, and from them those were chosen 
who later acted as Jurymen. There 
is no reason to fear that either box 
will soon cease to serve, so far as con¬ 
dition of the material goes. • For both 
were made strong and fit to last for 
many years more than they have al¬ 
ready seen. Both were made by hand, 
with hand-forged locks and hinges. 

Crude in general workmanship and 
materials, perhaps they are. but they 
are safe. 

The Lynn box is 11 Inches long and 
six Inches high, and perhaps eight or 
ten inches wide. The lock Is almos* 

; five inches long by 8 Inches high, and 
strong enough to guard a house or al¬ 
most a castle. The hand-made handle _ 
■ ffllows freedom In carrying from one 
[ place to another. Former City Clerk 
• Parsons used the box through his j 
whole term of office, and so far Jason j —

Paper Deliveries to Cease 

One Dealer Already Stopped; Cannot 
Get Reliable Boys 

Business men and housekeepers who 
have formed the habit of looking over 
the headlines in the morning papers 
while absorbing their first meal of 
the day are due to make a change in 
their program in the near future, un¬ 
less all indications prove false, for 
the reason that house deliveries are 
to cease. 

There have been for a number of 
years two routes in the village, 
handled by E. C. Gould and J. P. 
Lynde, with deliveries both morning 
and evening to stores and residences. 
Mr. Gould discontinued his delivery 
the first of this month, and sold his 
store a few days later; the new pro- I 
prietor does not propose to re-estab¬ 
lish the route. Now Mr. Lynde 
promises to “swear off” deliveries 
October 1st. 

The reasons are numerous, but 
principally center around the labor 
trouble. Boys have been employed to 
make the rounds, and many a local 
boy has started his business career in 
this way. But of late the dealers 
complain that the spirit of unrest, 
carelessness, lack of inititative and 
worse has prevailed among the young¬ 
sters. They come for the papers 
when they feel disposed and frequetn- 
ly fail to show up at all. They fail to 
make deliveries and disappoint cus¬ 
tomers, with resultant annoyance to 
customers and fault-finding and irri¬ 
tation to the proprietors. Thefts of 
papers and even small amounts of 
cash have not been unknown, and 
when called to account the youngster 
grins at the employer and walks away 
if he is criticised for any remissness 
in his work or any instructions are 
attempted, he fails to show up the 
next day and a new boy must be 
hunted up. • 

Taken all in all, the newsdealers say 
the situation is all which Gen. Sher¬ 
man claimed that the war was—and 
then some,—especially as papers are 
delivered at no extra charge, the 
price being the same as if sold over 
the counter. So, unless some new 
arrangement is made, persons who 
wish to persue a daily paper will be 
compelled to go to the newsstands for 
it, or have it delivered direct from 
the office of the publication by mail.

GET FORECASTS BY WIRELESS 

Kansas Agricultural College Makes 
Arrangement to Furnish Farmers 
With Weather Probabilities. 

The Kansas Agricultural college 
has announced that It will furlnsh the 
weather forecasts to every Kansas 
fanner by wireless telegraph. The 
farmer will be required to install an 
amateur wireless set with which to 
receive the forecast. These sets cost 
about $35 each and can be operated 
by any person. They cannot be use<l 
for sending messages for any con¬ 
siderable distances but they will re¬ 
ceive the powerful messages of the 
big plants. The forecasts are to be 
sent out at 9:55 each morning under 
a standard code and on the wave 
length of 375 meters, short enough for 
any amateur set to take. This wave 
length is also long enough and the 
college plant Is powerful enough so 
that the message will reach every 
point In the state. The forecast will 
be sent at the rate of 18 words a 
minute and then repeated at 10 words 
a mlnutk The service Is to be given 
free to every farmer, high school, 
or to any other person or Institu¬ 
tion having a wireless set. The high 


schools In the small communities are j 
to distribute the forecast to the banks , 
and stores and to the telephone com- ^ 
panles. The knowledge of the prob- | 
able weather Is of considerable Im- , 
portance to farmers during the har- , 
vest and haying season, and to stock- , 
men during the winter, for they can 
make preparations for feeding and | 
sheltering stock upon knowing of an ^ 
approaching storm. 

PLAN MORE OSTRICH PLUMES 

South African Raisers of the Birds Be¬ 
lieve They Can Largely Increase 
the Supply. 

An effort Is being made by South 
African ostrich farmers to Increase 
the plume quills of ostriches, and Pro¬ 
fessor Deverden believes this can be 
done by as much as 25 per cent, but 
W. P. Pycraft, the great English nat¬ 
uralist, Is skeptical. 

The number of plumes from each 
wing averages 36, and occasionally 
runs as high as 42 In the South Afri¬ 
can species and 39 In the North Afri¬ 
can. The latter Is the larger bird 
and Its bones are denser. The Groot- 
fonteln School of Agriculture Is trying 
by proper mating to breed a race of 
42 plume birds. 


Professor Pycraft writes In the Illus¬ 
trated London News that the ances¬ 
tor of the ostrich undoubtedly pos- j 
sessed the power of flight, when the , 
wing quills of the hand numbered 16, , 
while the secondary feathers, attached | 
along the forearm, probably did not 
exceed 26. This was the original In- 
i herltance and It can never be In- 
' creased, especially now that the whole 
} wing has degenerated Into a mere 
wreck of Its original self. 

There are now about 1,000,000 birds 
on the African ostrich farms and the 
value of their exported feathers Is 
about $15,000,000. 

Overcoming Plant DIeease. 

Announcement by scientists at Cam¬ 
bridge university that It Is now pos¬ 
sible to breed disease-proof plants, 
following a long series of Immunizing 
tests applied to grains, potatoes and 
other growths, ought to shed a ray of 
light upon the world sorely vexed by 
food problems. 

Potato disease alone has cost this 
country untold millions of dollars. If 
this one article of food could be pro¬ 
tected against the destructive fungi 
that attack It so persistently, a solid 
[ food basis would be assured. As It 
f is, potatoes, which should be the cheap¬ 
est and most plentiful fgod, now’ fluc¬ 


tuate from moderate prices to prices 
that are absurdly high. 

The checking of plant disease Is 
second only In Importance to over¬ 
coming the diseases that attack hu¬ 
manity. At this time of food scarcity 
‘ any progress that can be made toward 
conserving the world’s crops will be 
doubly a blessing.—New York Trib¬ 
une. _ 

League Covenant In Esperanto. 

In the case of most International 
conventions a version In one language, 
customarily French. Is taken as the 
original text. The treaty of Versailles, 
however, stipulates that the Fi'ench 
and English texts shall have equal au¬ 
thority. But a perfectly equivalent 
translation of anything more complex 
than the multiplication table Is Im¬ 
possible and already controversies 
have arisen over supposed discrepan¬ 
cies In the two versions. So the Es- 
perantlsts of Paris have published 
their “Kontrakto de la Llgo de Nacloj” 
with the suggestion that by making 
Esperanto the official language of the 
league all disputes would be ayolded.

Briefly stated, the plan is to take 
the waters of these rivers and divert 
them to the use of the cities in the 
eastern part of the State included in 
the Metropolitan water system. The 
scheme is said to include dams at 
Coldbrook and near Enfield, and the 
wiping out of these two villages, with 
the destruction of several manufac¬ 
turing plants along the rivers. 

Palmer has a large interest in the 
matter for the reason that the mills 
in Thorndike and Three Rivers de¬ 
pend on the Ware river for water; 
in Bondsville the Boston Duck Com¬ 
pany uses the waters of the Swift 
river. If these are diverted and the 
mills deprived of their supply, the 
situation would be a serious .one .in¬ 
deed. 

In 1895 the chief engineer of the | 
Metropolitan Water District sug¬ 
gested that if the time ever came 
when more water was needed it could 
be obtained from the Ware and the 
Swift rivers. Apparently “the time” 
is near at hand. For there was 
passed by the Legislature last year a 
bill appropriating $75,000 to permit 
tbe State Board of Health to inves¬ 
tigate possible sources o£ water

funds by an employe. These locks, in j 
control of the officers of the institu- I 
tion, are in turn controlled dur- ( 
ing the closed hours by a quadruple * 
movement seventytwo hour time lock 
so arranged that any one of themove- 
ments, in case of failure of the other 
three, will permit of unlocking at the 
time set for at the opening hour in 
the morning. From the closing hour 
in the afternoon until opening hour 
in the morning this time lock abso¬ 
lutely controls all the locking mechan¬ 
ism, so that crooks, riot leaders, etc., 
could not compel the officers to open 
the vault on the combinations, the 
time lock supplanting the officers’ 
control during the closed hours, they 
themselves not being able to open the 
vault after it is once locked at night 
until the time they have set it to 
open for them in the morning. 

The body of the vault is two inches 
thick and is heavily constructed of 
steel plates one-half inch and one 
inch in thickness of open hearth steel 
and welded chrome steel and iron, the 
open hearth steel giving protection 
against the use of explosives and the 
welded chrome steel and iron giving 
the drill and cutting tool protection. 
The corners are constructed of simi¬ 
lar material, made into solid welded 
tripods; the plates are all screwed 
together after being fitted tightly 
with welded steel and iron screws, 
thus preventing drilling and striping 
by use of wedges. The entrance-way 
to the vault is a heavy vestibule of 
massive proportion, to which are 
fitted inside and outside doors. The 
outside door over all will measure ap¬ 
proximately fifteen inches in thick¬ 
ness, and the inside door approxi¬ 
mately seven inches. These doors 
are constructed of similar material to 
the body lining and include in their 
construction all of the patents of the 
manufacturers, the Remington & 
Sherman Company, New York, Bos¬ 
ton and Philadelphia, one of the larg¬ 
est manufacturers of security and safe 
deposit vaults in the world. 

In this vault equipment, a large 
number of safe deposit boxes of vari¬ 
ous sizes have been provided for the 
rental to clients of the bank in this 
vicinity, these boxes being controlled 
by a master or guard key, and the 
renter’s key which provides access to 
the boxes only with the knowledge of 
the bank attendant, who is in posses¬ 
ion of the guard or master key, pre¬ 
paring the way for the rentor to un¬ 
lock his box with his own key. When 
the renter locks up his box, he tem¬ 
porarily lockc not only his own control 
but that of the guard, this method of 
control preventing access to box by 
any other person than the renter. The 
rental price of these boxes run from 
$.3 to $10. 

The vault is divided with a heavy 
grille on the inside, in the rear of 
which the bank has several security 
and money compartments. The fire¬ 
proof protection surrounding the 
heavy steel work is made of concrete 
of rich proportion, constructed from 
the solid foundation up, reinforced 
with heavy twisted steel rods as well 
as further protected with railroad 
iron walls. In addition to this electric 
devices are used for further protec¬ 
tion to the vault and also devices to 
guard abainst daylight holdups. 

No institution in this vicinity has 
taken greater pains and care to pro¬ 
vide themselves and clients with the 
maximum vault protecticm than the 
Palmer National Bank. Their careful 
investigation into the merit of the 
work constructed by various manu¬ 
facturers was very thorough, and the 
public in general in his vicinity will 
have, when completed, one of the best 
equipments in New England.

^ Two peculiar cases, closely corre¬ 
late,’appeared in the District Court 
the past week.

Want S. N. E. Road Built 

It is understood that officials of 
the city of Providence, R. I., and of 
the Canadian government railways 
are soon to hold a conference re- 
^rding the possibility of completing 
the Southern New England railroad 
from Palmer to Providence. The 
Rhode Island State Commission on 
foreign and domestic transportation 
is making a strong demand for the 
completion of the project, as well as 
several industrial associations in 
Rhode Island and that of South- 
bridge in Massachusetts. The out¬ 
look does not appear to be very 
bright however, in view of the pres¬ 
ent condition of railway affairs in 
general and the Grand Trunk in par¬ 
ticular. 


Tax Bills Have Been Mailed 

Tax Collector John T. Brown has 
'mailed the tax bills for the year, and 
tax payers are reminded that all bills 
must be paid on or before October 31 
of this year or an interest charge of 
6% will be made from October 15, 
and on bills amounting to $200 and 
over not paid before December 31, 
192J^ charge of 8% will be added. 
The tax collector’s office will be open 
each day from 9 to 11 a. m. and 1.30 
to 4 p. m., except Saturdays, when 
the hours are 9 to 11 only, and Wed¬ 
nesdays, from 9 to 11; Friday even¬ 
ing from 6 to 8 o’clock during Octo¬ 
ber the office will be open. Any per¬ 
son believing his bill to be incorrect 
should not present his grievance 
to the tax collector, but should go to 
the Board of Assessors with his 
complaint, and then make payment 
to the tax collector.

School Committee and State Will 
Co-operate if So Desired 

There seems to be a demand for a 
continuance of the work started in 
Palmer last year in conversational 
French. For a period of twenty 
weeks a class met once per week in 
the Palmer High School, conducted 
under the direction of the Division 
of University Extension, State De¬ 
partment of Education, and taught 
by Madame Langevin. 

This year Madame Langevin can 
be obtained again as instructor, pro¬ 
vided a class is formed at once. Mr. 
Hobson, Superintendent of Schools, 
has been in conference with the State 
Department and stands ready to take 
care of enrollments in this class. 
The cost of the course is one dollar, 
plus the purchase price of a text, 
which costs nearly another dollar, 
making the entire charge about two 
dollars. 

It is desired this year to have, if 
possible, two classes—an elementary 
and an advanced. The elementary 
class will be open to those beginning 
the subject; the advanced, to those 
who made good progress last year. 

The method used is the direct meth¬ 
od of teaching. This method under¬ 
takes to teach the student French 
words and to make him familiar, 
through conversation in class, with 
the way of putting words together 
in sentences. The class is conducted 
almost entirely in French from the 
very beginning. The course con¬ 
sists of twenty lessons and covers the 
following matters: Building up a vo¬ 
cabulary ; practice in pronunciation; 
practice in senterice building; talks 
in French by the teacher to the class; 
conversation in French between the 
teacher and the members of the class. 

Registration blanks can be secured 
at Superintendent Hobson’s office 
and, when filled out, left there. If 
sufficient numbers enroll, classes will 
be started soon.

Signs; Night Patrol Needed 

What street do you live on? That 
.3 the timely and popular topic in 
Monson since the speci’a/ town meet- 
ing held Monday evening. At this 
meeting, which was a most unparlia¬ 
mentary gathering, taxing the pa¬ 
tience and ingenuity of the moderator, 
Carlos M. Gage, it was voted to name 
the streets of Monson, to appropriate 
$500 for street signs, said signs to be 
of metal set on iron standards, that 
such signs be set up by the Select¬ 
men, that the town fathers deter¬ 
mine where the numbering of the 
houses on each street begin; and also 
that $200 in addition to the funds now 
in the hands of the treasurer be 
appropriated towards hiring a night 
police officer at approximately $1600 
per year. 

The special meeting was the result 
of Postmaster F. J. Sullivan’s desire 
to establish city or village delivery 
of mail. The post office department 
requires that the streets be named 
and that the houses be numbered and 
proper receptacles for mail be pro¬ 
vided. 

After considerable “pulling and 
hauling’’ the various streets were 
officially named as they have been 
known by common usage for many 
years with one or two exceptions. 
Colburn Hill road or West street was 
renamed Ely road after Dr. Ely. who 
was pastor of ) the Congregational 
church for many years. Dr. Ely lived 
first where C. C. Keep now lives and 
later in the house F. G. Nelson is 
about to dismantle.

doing this thing. Habit formation is 
largely a matter of environment. 
Consequently, the better the environ¬ 
ment, the better is the chance of right 
habit formation. A child learns more 
by means of play about the spirit of 
co-operation, fairness, honesty, and 
justice than he does in any other 
way. Someone has well said, “A part 
of what we learn in life we acquire at 
school, but most of what we are we 
acquire at play.” 

Several potent reasons for the es¬ 
tablishment and maintenance of play¬ 
grounds may be summarized in these 
quotations: 

“At from 14 to 16 years of age most 
of our children, under modern in¬ 
dustrial conditions, begin work in 
office, factory or store. If the physi¬ 
cal efficiency of the young wage- 
earner is to be maintained, if his pro¬ 
ductive life is to be lengthened for 
the benefit of himself, his family, and 
the community, the playground and 
recreation center must give him what 
nature so plainly intended. The 
diminishing of the number of weak¬ 
lings and the consequent susceptibi¬ 
lities to disease means a diminishing 
expenditure on hospitals.” 

“Every playground built to-day 
saves the building of a hospital to¬ 
morrow. The creation of adequate 
play space, fitted up with athletic 
apparatus, swimming pools, etc., un¬ 
der proper management, is a 
hygienic measure as much as pure 
water and clean streets. Since dis¬ 
ease and subnormal vitality are the 
primary causes of a large percentage 
of poverty, play is a preventative of 
poverty, and an important factor in 
the solution of the problems of char¬ 
ity,—general welfare and taxation.” 

“The universal impulse to play is a 
divinely ordered thing. If God gives 
the instinct, man ought to provide 
the playground.” 

The best presentation of the need 
of playgrounds and the public’s duty 
in supplying and maintaining them is 
voiced in this poem by Dennis A. Mc¬ 
Carthy, the Irish, poet and lecturer: 

Give Them a Chance to Play. 

Plenty of room for dives and dens (glitter 
and glare and sin). 

Plenty of room for prison pens (gather the 
criminals in). 

Plenty of room for jails and courts (willing 
enough to pay). 

But never a place for the lads to race; no, 
never a place to play ! 

Plenty of room for shops and stores ( Mammon 
must have the best). 

Plenty of room for the running sores that rot 
in the city’s breast; 

Plenty of room for the lures that lead the 
hearts of our youths astray. 

But never a cent on a playground spent; no, 
never a place to play! 

Plenty of room for schools and halls, plenty 
of room for art; 

Plenty of room for teas and balls, platform, 
stage, and mart. 

Proud is the city—she finds a place for many 
a fad to-day, 

But she’s more than blind if she fails to find 
a place for the boys to play. 

Give them a chance for innocent sport, give 
them a chance for fun— 

Better a playground plot than a court and 
jail when the harm is done; 

Give them a chance—if you stint them now, 
to-morrow you’ll have to pay 
A larger bill for a darker ill, so give them 
a chance to play. 

In appreciation- of the duty of the 
town-in the matter of playgrounds, 
the directors of the Palmer Recreation 
Association decided to appoint a epm- 
irnit^ee ioT the purposje_.o£- presenting, 
to the-Committee of Fifteen with the 
request that they in turn present it 
to the voters, the town’s duty of pro¬ 
viding playgrounds throughout the 
entire town.,, The^ following commit¬ 
tee has been selected: H. M. Parsons, 
chairman, D. L. Bodfish, R. E. Faulk¬ 
ner, C. F. Dingman, D. F. Dillon, J. E. 
Hurley, E. E, Hobson, G. L. Warfield, 
B. C. Shaw, A. W. Warriner. 

At the last town meeting it was 
voted to instruct the School Commit¬ 
tee to bring in a complete report of 
the advisability of such an under¬ 
taking by the town. This report will 
be presented. The plan of operation 
includes the providing of playgrounds 
with equipment and supervision. 
There seems but little doubt that the 
matter of grounds can be easily solved 
in the various villages. The primary 
problem there would be the matter 
of supervision and equipment. In 
Palmer, at the present time, there is 
no space for a playground. 

It is hoped that some day the town 
will acquire a plot of ground on 
which to erect a new high school and 
upon this plot have plenty of room 
for playground purposes. It is hoped 
that, whereas the new high school 
may not be ready for occupancy in 
the fall, the location will be selected 
and the grounds acquired so that it 
may be used for playground purposes 
next summer.

Building Costs 
Will Not Drop 

Reasons Why Lower Rates Are 
Not to be Expected 

EXPERT’S VIEW OF THE SITUATION 

Chas. F. Ding:nian, Whose Prediction 
of Year Ago Proved to be 
Very Accurate 

The following article, “Will build¬ 
ing costs come down?” was written 
by Chas. F. Dingman, M. AM. Soc. C. 

E., engineer of the Flynt Building and 
Construstion Company of Palmer, 
New York City and Charlotte, N. C. 

In itMr. Dingman gives various rea¬ 
sons why, in his opinion, building 
costs cannot come down for some 
time to come. In this connection it 
is interesting to note that about a 
year ago the Journal printed a simi¬ 
lar article by Mr. Dingman on the 
future of building costs, which the 
events of the year proved that he 
had foreseen correctly. Mr. Ding¬ 
man now says: 

When Henry Ford announced his 
rather startling price reductions he 
was acclaimed as the initiator of a 
sweeping downward price movement 
that must soon bring the prices of all 
the elements of the cost of living al¬ 
most to their pre-war levels. Paren¬ 
thetically, it might be well to call at¬ 
tention to the fact that, in almost the 
same issues that carried Ford’s an¬ 
nouncement, the newspeper publish¬ 
ers found it necessary that newsprint 
was up another fifteen dollars a ton, 
and many of them simultaneously an¬ 
nounced an increase in their sales 
and subscription prices. 

The papers also announced that 
this fifteen dollar increase would 
probably soon be followed by others; 
shortage of wood, shortage and high 
prices of fuel, and high price of labor 
were given as causes of the increase. 

Of course, in view of the tremen¬ 
dous shortage of houses still exist¬ 
ing and actually growing worse, 
everybody is interested in the pres¬ 
ent high price of building and won¬ 
dering when it will come down. Man¬ 
ufacturers, too, who are contemplating 
plant additions and extensions are 
hoping that a period of lower build¬ 
ing costs is just ahead; some are so 
confident that they are postponing 
needed construstion while they wait 
for lower prices. 

Falling automobile prices are not 
necessarily the index to judge prices 
in general by. As I pointed out in a 
previous article on this subject, stu¬ 
dents of the price situation have long 
been expecting a slackening of the 
demand for automobiles and luxu¬ 
ries. They have felt that a return 
to normal conditions would be accom¬ 
panied by a renewed interest in home 
owning, that we should again see the 
younger men putting their savings 
into first payments on houses instead 
of into the purchase of automobiles. 

To enter into a long discussion of 
the causes that brought about the 
change from the old habits of thrift 
to the present struggle to acquire all 
the luxuries possible might be inter¬ 
esting indeed. It might even show us 
that some people who inveigh most ] 
ardently against extravagance are in 
a great measure responsible for its 
prevalence; but such a discussion 
would occupy space that cannot very 
well be spared, and it is questionable 
if it would help to answer the present 
question. The important fact is that 
we seem to be getting back to thrift. 

Prices of building materials;||||||lce 
the prices of other commodities^de- 
pend upon two principal factors. The 
first is the actual cost of production 
and the second is the relation of sup¬ 
ply to demand. Naturally no pro¬ 
ducer of btrilding materials, or of any¬ 
thing else for that matter, willingly 
sells his product for less than the cost 
of production. However, if demand 
exceeds the available supply the 
price will have a strong tendency to 
rise at least in proportion to the ex¬ 
cess of the demand over the supply. 
On the other hand, an excess of sup¬ 
ply over demand is likely to only re¬ 
sult in a cessation of production un¬ 
til equilibrium is again reached, and 
the only time when the price will go 
below cost of production would be 
when a producer needed money badly 
to tide him over the slack period, or 
some very similar occasion. 

Of course, these statements apply 
with equal force to all commodities 
and are axiomatic to every business

GAME CALLED BECAUSE OF DARKNESS 

At Three Rivers Monday; A Real Ball

The final game of a most successful

Absent Voting 
Now in Effect 

Persons Away From Home May 
Cast Votes by Mail 

IF THE VOTER IS DULY REQISfERED 

Procedure to be Followed; Ballot 
Must Reach Election Clerk Be¬ 
fore Polls Close 

Absentee voting will be in order in 
this State this fall, and thousands of 
Massachusetts men and women who 
expect to be absent from their homes 
on election day will cast their bal¬ 
lots under the provisions of the ab¬ 
sent voting law, passed by the last 
legislature. 

This will be the first time the 
privilege has been extended to vot¬ 
ers generally, the only other occa¬ 
sions on which absent voting has 
been permitted having been during 
the Mexican trouble and during the 
war with Germany. 

Any registered voter, man or wo¬ 
man, may take advantage of the 
new law. The preliminary require¬ 
ment is that the voter apply to the 
clerk of the city or town where he 
or she lives, or to the secretary of 
state, for registration as an absent 
voter. A blank application for this 
purpose is provided, and upon this 
application blank there must be ob¬ 
tained a certificate of the Registrars 
of Voters that the applicant is a duly 
qualified voter. This must be filed 
seasonably, either with the Secre¬ 
tary of State or the city or town 
clerk, and in due course a ballot is 
sent to the applicant. 

From this point the procedure is 
as follows: 

“The absent voting ballot must be 
marked by the voters in a municipal¬ 
ity which is separated by at least 
two municipalities from the city or 
town where the voter is a registered 
voter, in the presence of an official 
authorized by law to administer 
oaths. 

Before marking the ballot the vot¬ 
er must exhibit it to this official, 
who will satisfy himself that it is 
unmarked, but the voter must not 
permit the official to see how he 
marks the ballot nor have any con¬ 
versation with the official as to- how 
he is to vote. 

After marking the ballot, the voter 
is to enclose it in a ballot envelope, 
provided for the purpose, and seal 
that envelope. 

An affidavit on this envelope is to 
be executed by the voter and the 
official, and it is then to be placed 
in another envelope, properly marked 
and addressed to the clerk of the 
city or town where the voter is reg¬ 
istered, and must be mailed at a post- 
office which is separated by at least 
two municipalities from such city 
or town. 

The envelope containing the ballot 
must reach the city or town clerk 
before the hour fixed for the closing 
of the polls on election day, or it 
will not be counted. 

A voter may vote in person even if 
he had mailed an absent voter’s 
ballot, the law provising that the 
latter shall not be counted if the 
voter votes in person. 

An absent voter who is unable to 
mark his ballot may have it marked 
for him by the clerk of a court of 
record, who shall add in writing a 
statement of the fact that the voter 
is unable tq write, stating the rea¬ 
son therefor, and shall sign the 
voter’s name on both envelopes. 

The penalty for unlawfully voting 
or attempting- to vote as an absent 
voter, or being an official trusted 
with the execution of the act relating 
to absent voters, for violating any 
provision thereof, is a fine of not 
more than $500 and by imprisonment^ 
for not more than one year. 

Auto-Intoxication Costs $100 

Another man with a partial cargo 
of “jakey,” home-brew or something 
else attempted to run an automobile 
past the eagle eyes of the local police 
Sunday night and failed to get away 
with it. Alexander Benway of Spring- 
field, with a Ford loaded with three 
women and several children, tacked 
along Main street about 8.15 in the 
evening but was soon spotted and re¬ 
quired to abandon his hazardous pro¬ 
ceedings. In the District Court Mon¬ 
day he was assessed the usual sum— 
$100— which he paid and departed, 
wiser and sadder, but thankful that it 
was no worse.

Plead Guilty 

Men Rounded Up Last Week 
Prove to be Right Ones 

ALSO STOLE AN AUTO DOWN ON CAPE 

“If Farmers Would Keep Dogs it 
Would Put Stop to Poultry 
Thieving,” Says One 

Officer Charles B. Thomas did a 
good stunt when he gathered in Clar¬ 
ence W. Havender and' William 
Jaques of West Brookfield Tuesday 
night of last week at Blanchardville 
on a chance that they were engaged 
in chicken stealing. At their hearing 
Wednesday of last week they pleaded 
not guilty to charges of attempted 
chicken thieving, and the cases were 
put over until Saturday for a hear¬ 
ing. 

At that time both men pleaded 
guilty to being offenders, and were 
held for the grand jury in the sum of 
$1300 each. Jacques secured bail but 
Havender was not so fortunate. 
Jacques did not admit that he was 
personally guilty of breaking into 
any building. He appeared to have 
been on the watch while Havender 
did the actual work. Havender said 
to the officers that if the farmers 
would only keep dogs, poultry steal¬ 
ing would cease. 

Incidentally it was learned that the 
automobile which the men had was 
one they had appropriated unto them¬ 
selves down on the Cape' several 
months ago. 

Officer Thomas got a tip Monday of 
last week to be on the look-out for 
auto and chicken thieves, and pa¬ 
trolled the road east of the village for 
a long distance that night. Near the 
Joe Allen place he noticed a peculiar 
looking car standing beside the road 
without lights. Tuesday night he was 
over the road again and saw the same 
car near the electric station.

School Nurse 
Arranged For 

School Committee Takes Im¬ 
portant Action Recently 

MANY LINES OF WORK TO BE DONE 

Cleanliness, Health Conditions, At¬ 
tendance, Americanization, 

Physical Records 

At a recent meeting of the School 
Committee it was decided to employ 
a school nurse. Every school system 
of any size throughout the country 
to-day is as solicitous about the health 
as it is about the education of the 
pupils in its schools. 

Last spring the School Committee 
had a physical examination made of 
all of the pupils in the Three Rivers 
school, and all of the pupils in all of 
the first grades in the three other vil¬ 
lages. This examination produced 
some very interesting facts relative 
to the physical condition of the pu¬ 
pils. The following is a brief sum¬ 
mary of the results found in the Three 
Rivers school, where approximately 
500 pupils were examined; Throat— 
large tonsils and adenoid defects of 
nasal breathing, mouth breathers, 

73; enlongated uvala, 1; total, 74. 
Lungs—rales, 44. Heart—nitro re- ] 
gurgitation, 1; blowing systolic mur¬ 
mur, 10; total, 11. Eyes —slight 
squint, 1; internal squint, 5; conver¬ 
gent squint, 2; internal squint and 
cataract, 1; poor vision, 9; total, 18. 
Orthopedic — congenital dislocation 
of hip, 1; double dislocation of hip, 

1; tubercular hip (great shortening) 

1; very slight scoliosis to left, 2; to¬ 
tal, 5. Glands—enlargement of thy¬ 
roid, 6; cervical, 4; axiliary, 1; total, 

11. Skin—eczema, 5; rash, 2; impet¬ 
igo, 1; total, 8. Mentally deficient, 

12. Undernourished, 69. 

There is no question but that sim¬ 
ilar conditions would be found to ex¬ 
ist in all of the schools. Many of the 
physical defects can easily be reme¬ 
died by corrective measures. It is 
hoped to complete the examination 
of all the pupils in all the schools of 
the town. During the examination a 
complete record card is made out for 
every pupil. At least once a year a 
similar examination should be made 
of every pupil in school. The work 
involved in keeping these physical 
records and following up to see that 
necessary corrective steps are taken 
are simply two lines of work that a 
school nurse would have to do. 

Many feel that the matter of health 
is a private concern and that any at¬ 
tempt on the part of the public to do 
work of this sort is an invasion of pa¬ 
rental domain. While the matter of 
health may be primarily a matter of 
home function, the failure of the home 
to function is so frequent that the 
general health of the community is 
endangered and its efficiency is less¬ 
ened to such an extent that public ac¬ 
tion is desirable and necessary. Con¬ 
sequently this function, which was 
originally a home function, has been, 
of necessity, assumed by the public. 
No more important or beneficial 
step has been taken by the local 
school board than to employ a nurse 
to see that the best possible health 
conditions exist. 

Briefly speaking, there are four im¬ 
portant things that can be effected by 
the employment of a school nurse. 
They are: 

First — Greater personal cleanli-j 
ness of the most ordinary sort can be 
brought about. At the present time 
much difficulty is experienced with 
such common tokens of uncleanliness 
as head lice. Frequently pupils come 
to school who do not bathe them¬ 
selves or their clothes sufficiently 
often to make them desirable neigh¬ 
bors to other pupils in the school 
room who have no voice in the selec¬ 
tion of their neighbors. A school 
nurse can very tactfully handle such 
matters and can by insistence, if nec¬ 
essary, correct undesirable condi¬ 
tions. 

Second — Better health conditions 
in a general way can be brought 
about. There are many pupils who 
are in need of simple correctives in 
order that they may enjoy better 
mental and physical conditions. No 
other means will accomplish this, no 
matter how often tried. The right 
kind of medical inspection, followed 
by the right kind of nurse visitation, 
will prove effective in seventy-five 
per cent of the cases. This is not 
personal opinion. It is, rather, a 
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Two People 

Badly Hurt 

In Auto Smash Sunday on Bliss 
Curve in Wilbraham 

MRS. GEORGE PECK OF BRIMFIELD 

Probably Fatally Injured, and Grand- 
laughter Broken Arm; Spring- 
field Driver Arrested 

The famous Bliss curve at North 
Wilbraham scored another serious 
automobile accident Sunday afternoon 
about 1 o’clock, when Mrs. George 
Peck of Brimfield, 55 years old. re¬ 
ceived possible fatal injuries, and her 
five-years-old granddaughter, Mabel 
Peck, was seriously hurt. 

Mrs. Peck received a fractured 
skull, and also a five-inch gash on the 
forehead which required a number of 
stitches to close, besides suffering 
severely from the shock. The little 
girl received a fractured left arm and 
other injuries, but is expected to re¬ 
cover. Mr. Peck, who is 60 years old, 
received a number of cuts and bruises 
and was badly shaken up, but is not 
seriously hurt. All the injured were 
taken to the Springfield Hospital, 
after being attended by Dr. A. L. Da¬ 
mon of North Wilbraham. 

Mr. Peck was driving toward 
Springfield, and at the Bliss curve 
kept well over on the right side of 
the road, where he belonged. He had 
not quite reached the center of the 
curve when he was struck by a car 
driven by Albert P. Peach of 299 
North Main street, Springfield, going 
in the opposite direction. The cars 
came together head on and the Peck 
car was tossed across the trolley 
track and against a stout telegraph 
pole; fortunately the car struck the 
pole and the pole held, otherwise the 
party would have gone down an em¬ 
bankment about 30 feet high. In 
spite of his years and the shaking up 
from the accident, Mr. Peck found 
inclination and oportunity to plant a 
good stiff right-hand jolt on Peach s 
face as soon as he could extricate 
himself from the wreck of his car. 
Peach’s injuries from the accident 
consisted of a few cuts on the face 
and a few bruises. 

The entire front of the Peck car 
was smashed; one wheel of Peach’s 
car was torn off, the steering wheel 
damaged and the mud guards and 
running boards rendered .somewhat 
the worse for the smash. 

Mr. Peck was traveling at a slow 
rate of speed, but Peach stated to 
Chief of Police Crimmins of Palmer 
that he was traveling at 35 miles an 
hour. Later he changed this to 25 or 
30 miles an hour.. There is no ques¬ 
tion but that he was on the wrong 
side of the road. 

In the District Court in Palmer 
Monday Peach was charged with op¬ 
erating a motor vehicle so as to en¬ 
danger the lives and safety of the 
public. He pleaded not guilty and 
the case was continued until Saturday 
of this week for a hearing, bonds of 
$500 being required and furnished.. 

At the hospital this morning it was 
reported that there is practically no 
change in Mrs. Peck’s condition, and 
that she is still on the danger list. 

Fire in Ware Foundry Plant 

Estimate Los* at $4500; Plan Resump¬ 
tion of Work in Few Days 

A fire from flying sparks in the cup¬ 
ola of the Ware Foundry Company 
plant at Ware resulted in the loss 
of about $4500 worth of property last 
Thursday night. The cupola, the el¬ 
evator, a 15-horse power electric mo¬ 
tor and the wooden construction of 
the west end of the plant were des¬ 
troyed. The blaze was discovered 
by people living nearby and an alarm 
was turned in. Within a half hour 
the blaze was under control. Hugh 
Montgomery, one of the firemen, 
while carrying hose near the foundry, 
fell and received a broken right leg 
and had to be taken to his home and 
treated. 

The officials of the Ware Foundry 
Company plan to make repairs im¬ 
mediately so that the plant may be 
running again even though the build¬ 
ing should be but partly completed.

FRENCH FLORISTS IN LEAD 

Horticulturist* of That Country Ac¬ 
knowledged to Be the Finest 
in the World. 

Some of the most wonderful floral 
specimens hall from France, where the 
gardeners are found at their best. 
That country holds first rank among 
the countries lor the development of 
methods for the improvement of seed¬ 
lings, for progress in artificial fertiliza¬ 
tion of seeds, and for the fixation of 
new species; before the war France 
exported 15,000,000 seedlings per year. 

The chief reason for this Is her 
realization that nature cannot be’ 
trusted to mate the best with the 
best, but that this must be taken In 
hand as much by the florist as by the 
animal breeder. 

From each sort of seed the horti¬ 
culturist chooses for reproduction pur¬ 
poses those free from every blemish. 
Now, it often requires much time to 
fix a variety and to recognize in a 
seedling the dominant characteristics 
which Identify this variety. As soon 
as the plants have flowered It is nec¬ 
essary to isolate the specimens show¬ 
ing the marks of the desired t.vpe. 

This Is done by means of a light 
gauze net covering the flowers In ques¬ 
tion. and preventing insects and other 
agents from carrying out the processes 
of natural fertilization. Then the 
seeds are gathered, the subjects for 
the creation of the new generation are 
carefully selected, and, at length, after 
seven! I years, a worth-while result 
will have been achieved. 

Mexiuan Dia'ects. 

From Sonora to Yucatan In Mexico 
more than fifty separate dialects are 
spoken. All the Inhabitants of the 
west coast, however, with the excep¬ 
tion of some bill tribes of Indians, can 
understand Si)anisb. Of these Indians 
the 8.000 Ynquis. with their crude 
Bacatete hill forts, their weird cere¬ 
monial masque dances and their war¬ 
like attitude, are easily most conspicu¬ 
ous. Many are enlisted with the fed¬ 
eral army or employed as ranch han-ls 
and mine or railroad laborers. The 
Yaquls with the fe<leral troops are 
termed “Manzos." or “tnme” Ynquis; 
those In the hills, wild and ho.stile, 
are the “Bronehos.” The latter are a 
vagrant lot, robbin" ranches for food 
and animals, carrying rawhide drums 
and wnteT gourds, wearing sandals of 
green cowsklns—living 1 y their wits. 
Tressed by hunger, they subsist as 
well on burros as beef. 

Charms of St. Helena. 

St. Helena, situated In the South 
Atlantic, west of Africa, and famous 
as the prison of Napoleon I, before the 
opening of the Suez canal, on Novem¬ 
ber 17, 1860. was a very Important 
possession of the British crown, as It 
was a station on the outward and 
homeward long sea route between 
England and India. But from 1879 
to the time of the Boer war the pop¬ 
ulation dwindled; Us industries and 
Its usefulness to the empire decreased. 
Since the beginning of this century, 
however. It has been regaining value. 
Its climate Is admirable, its rainfall 
9ufllclent,t4f8 200 springs of pure water 


lend themselves to Irrigation and make 
the Interior, away from the precipitous 
barren cliffs that face the sea, “an 
emerald set In gray lava."

SOFT WOOD MADE BEAUTIFUL 

Proper Application of Finishing Meth¬ 
ods Give* All the Effects of More 
Costly Material. 

Beautiful wood floors, approximat¬ 
ing In effect and finish the oak and 
maple floors found In the best type of 
homes, can be developed, with the aid 
of proper finishing methods and ma¬ 
terials, in such woods as pine, flr, and 
cypress, says a bulletin of a large 
American company. These so-called 
“soft” woods are very durable and 
possess not a little natural beauty of 
grain. 

Hardwood effects are secured on soft 
woods by staining with an oil wood 
stain, consisting of a permanent color 
pigment in an oil vehicle. These 
stains are particularly adapted to use 
on the soft woods. The effect Is com¬ 
pleted by applying a thin coat of shel¬ 
lac and finishing with two coats of 
prepared wax or floor varnish. 

The flrst step toward obtaining the 
desired finish Is to sandpaper the wood 
smoothly. The stain should then be 
applied freely with a brush, and, af¬ 
ter being allowed to stand for about 
flve or ten minutes, buffed off with a 
cloth. When the stain has dried for - 
24 hours the shellac and wax or var¬ 
nish may be applied as described.

CANADA’S FOURTH OF JULY 

British North America Act Signed 
March 29, 1867, Together With 
Four Other Biils. 

Although the Dominion pf Canada 
did not come into actual existence un¬ 
til July 1, 1867, the Dominion may 
be said to have been bom when, on 
March 29, 1867, royal assent was given 
to the British North America act, 
which created the Dominion, and 
which had been passed by the House 
of commons in February. July 1, 1867, 
is considered the birthday of the Do¬ 
minion, and as such is celebrated as 
Dominion day. 

The journal entry of March 29. 1867. 
states that the commons were sum¬ 
moned by the yeoman usher of the 
black rod to the chamber of the 
house of lords to hear the royal as¬ 
sent given to five bills, tbe fourth of 
which was the British North American 
act. 

The other four bills which re¬ 
ceived the royal assent at the same 
time were a supply bill, a dog tax bill, 
a bill about marriages of British sub¬ 
jects in Odessa, and a London “poor 
teller’ bill.

The same 
number of gardeners in the Three 
Rivers group made a profit of $21 
each. In Bondsville nine members 
averaged $15 each.

Tony Sarg’s Marionettes, called the 
“World’s Cleverest Blockheads,” which 
have delighted the most particular 
theatre-goers of New York the past 
three seasons, will be seen in Cen¬ 
tral High School Hall in Springfield 
next Monday evening, in Washington 
Irving’s classic Rip Van Winkle, 
which Mr. Sarg is bringing out this 
season for the first time.

MOTOR GASOLINE 
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Contest Was Hard Fought, With 
the Visitors Making the 
Better Showing 

For the first time in years the Pal¬ 
mer High School football team has 
defeated Monson Academy. The day 
of glory has finally come—it was at 
Monson last Saturday—and the 
coach and team are beginning to feel 
rewarded for their efforts. Saturday 
the Palmer team forgot that they 
were playing against a team that 
represented a school which has al¬ 
ways won glories at football, and 
played with one determination—to 
win. Up to the final whistle the fans 
were kept on their feet by the en¬ 
thusiasm, and when it was over they 
departed with a feeling that Palmer 
High will no longer have to take the 
sting of defeat year in and year out 
at the hands of Monson. 

The game was marked with unnec¬ 
essary penalties, owing to some mis¬ 
understanding of the line rules. Pal¬ 
mer lost about one hundred yards, and 
Monson the same. Palmer was una¬ 
ble to gain ground around the ends, 
but gained about two yards on each 
shin tackle play. Palmer played a 
plunging game combined with for¬ 
ward passes. Monson, relying mostly 
on Stubbs, used end runs and for¬ 
ward passes. The Palmer interfer¬ 
ence was very poor on end runs. 
Monson punted four times and Palmer 
three. Palmer completed five for¬ 
ward passes, three by Jones and two 
by Crimmins. Monson completed one 
pass out of twelve, and Jones inter¬ 
cepted five of them. The star play of 
the game came in the last quarter. 
After Jones had intercepted a pass 
and raced up the field, Chamberlin 
threw a pass to Crimmins, who made 
a spectacular catch running at full 
speed, and raced over the line for ' 
the only touchdown. 

In the first quarter Stubbs kicked 
off to Austin, who was downed in 
his tracks. On the first play Palmer 
was penalized for 'not being onside. 
Kempton gained two yards at left 
tackle. Chamberlin gained one through 
left guard. Palmer was again penal¬ 
ized. ^Landers gained two yards; 
Chamitrlin punted and the runner 
was &»wned in his tracks. Monson’s 
pass grounded; two end runs gained 
three yards; Stubbs punted to Cham¬ 
berlin who ran it back fifteen yards. 
In three rushes Palmer gained six 
yards; Chamberlin just missed first 
down by six inches. Monson tried a 
lateral pass and Crimmins intercepted 
it and ran sixty yards for a touch¬ 
down. The referee said the Monson 
fullback was in motion before the 
ball and ordered it brought back. 
Jones, the Palmer captain, protested 
the ruling and asked for the gain, 
which was perfectly legal by the 
rules, but the referee refused to allow 
it. In order that there might be no 
criticism whatever it was decided to 
continue. In the second quarter 
Chamberlin threw a thirty-yard pass 
to Jones. Palmer gained two yards 
in three plunges; Jones missed a field 
goal. Monson ran the ball up to the 
middle of the field. Chamberlin, 
Kempton and Landers made some 
spectacular tackles. Monson tried a 
pass which Jones intercepted and 
ran the ball back to the twenty-yard 
line. The Palmer backfield made a 
remarkable showing in line plunging 
but failed to make first down. Jones 
tried a field goal but it was blocked. 
In the third quarter the Palmer line 
made some spelndid tackles, Dwyer, 
Slowick, Austin and Green getting a 
majority of them. In the last quar¬ 
ter the Palmer team played the best 
football it has ever showil. Monson 
was bewildered. Kempton went 
around left end for eight yards; 
Chamberlin made it first down; Lan¬ 
ders made four yards; Chamberlin 
threw a pass to Jones, who ran forty- 
five yards, placing the ball on the 
twenty-yard line; Chamberlin threw 
a pass to Crimmins, who raced over 
the line for a touchdown; Jones kick- 
ed the goal. Palmer sent in substi- 
^ tutes. The team again captured the 
ball and Jones tried a field goal, miss¬ 
ing it by a few feet, just as the final 
whistle blew. 

There were over 200j|^^ple from 
Palmer present at the 9|B^ and the 
coach and team were greatly pleased. 


Stiff Sentences Imposed; Are Then 
Suspended to Give a Chance 
to Do Better 

Last Saturday might have been 
termed “Juvenile Day” in the District 
Court. The entire session was given 
over lo the consideration of a wide 
variety of cases in which youngsters 
of various ages were concerned. 
Chief of Police T. J. Crimmins had 
been at work for about six weeks 
rounding up the offenders, and hopes 
to keep the slate cleaned for a time 
along this line. State Agent Gardner 
was jiresent to represent the State 
in ca5.es where the defendants were 
under 16 yeare of age. 

Michael F. Sullivan and Henry R. 
McCollum, 17 and 16 years old, were 
charged with breaking and entering 
the store of R. E. Faulkner and the 
larceny of revolvers, flashlights and 
other merchandise, the bulk of which 
was recovered. They pleaded guilty. 
A fine of $50 was imposed on Sulli¬ 
van and he was committed to the 
Industrial School for Boys at Shir¬ 
ley, the latter sentence being sus¬ 
pended until October 3, 1921. Mc¬ 
Collum was ordered to pay a fine of 
$50 and was committed to the Con¬ 
cord Reformatory, this sentence also 
being suspended until Oct. 3, 1921. 

Gustaf Norberg was arraigned as 
a delinquent. The boy threw a light¬ 
ed match into a box of waste papers 
in the basement of the High School 
recently, but there was no serious re¬ 
sults, as the blaze was discovered at 
once. He was sentenced to' a year 
at Shirley and sentence was suspend¬ 
ed until Oct. 3, 1921. 

Charles Zisk and John Niehitz 
pleaded guilty to swiping a quantity 
of supplies from the grammar school 
building in Palmer September 9th. 
It was discovered that Zisk was out 
on parole from the Lyman School 
and he was returned to that institu¬ 
tion. Niemitz was sentenced to a 
term at that institution, and sentence 
was suspended until Oct. 3, 1921. 

Alfred Berthiaifme, Florence San- 
tucci, Michael Niemitz, Joseph Nie¬ 
mitz and Harold Dewyer admitted 
having stolen a quantity of mer¬ 
chandise or various kinds from the 
Boston and Albany railroad. Much 
of the property was recovered, but 
the total loss was about $32.50. The 
parents of the boys made restitution 
and they were released on probation 
until Oct. 3, 1921. 

Judge Kenefick, who presided, 
stated that the long* suspension of 
sentences and the long period of 
probation were for the purpose of 
giving the youngsters another 
chance, before making the penalty 
operative. All of the lads were 
young, and it was not known that 
any of them have any particularly 
vicious tendencies.

Additional Teacher in Commercial 
High; Increased Accommoda¬ 
tions Are Needed 

Several new teachers have been 
added to the local teaching corps in 
order to put into operation the so- 
called “sh'ft-class” as a means of re¬ 
relieving badly over-crowded condi¬ 
tions in several school-rooms in town. 

A bad congestion existed in the 
following rooms: Palmer Grammar 
School—Grade 8, 51; grades 7 and 
8, 53; grade 7, 54; grade 5, 53; grades 
4 and 5, 4.t; grades 3 and 4, 48; grade 
3. 48. Three Rivers Grammar— 

Grades 8 and 9, 45; grades 7 and 8, 
50. Thorndike Grammar—Grades 6 
and 7, 58; grades 5 and 6, 58; Bonds- 
ville Grammar—Grades 6 and 7, 54; 
grades 5 and 6, 54. Wire Mill— 

Grades 1 and 2, 65. 

.At the September meeting of the 
Palmer School Committee it was de¬ 
cided to alleviate conditions by in¬ 
stalling the “shift” plan. It was de¬ 
cided to employ additional teachers 
as follows: Palmer, grades 7 and 3; 
[Three Rivers, grade 8; Thorndike, 

I grade 5; Wire Mill, grade 2. 

Thus far it has been possible to 
secure the following teachers: Pal¬ 
mer, grade 3, Catherine Mara; 
Thorndike, grade 5, May T. Cahill; 
Bondsville, grade 5, Edith O. McKin¬ 
ney; Wire Mill, grade 2, Mildred 
Loftus. As a result, “shift classes” 
are in operation in these buildings. 

The “shift” plan works as follows: 
One room is used continuously for 
eight hours a day. Two classes oc¬ 
cupy this room—one from 8.30 to 
10.30 and from 12.30 to 2.30, the 
other from 10.30 to 12.30 and 2.30 to 
4.30. Each class has a separate 
teacher. Both classes ar^ in session 
four hours daily—an apparent loss 
(of one hour, but an actual- (elimin¬ 
ating recess time) loss of thirty min¬ 
utes. This actual loss is further re¬ 
duced by the increased opportunity 
to give intensive individual instruc¬ 
tion through the smaller room en¬ 
rollment and the existence of a 
straight grade. The plan is, of 
course, a make-shift ; yet, where 
building facilities are inadequate, it 
is as good a method of meeting con¬ 
ditions. 

Palmer ie bauly in need of in¬ 
creased school accommodations and 
unless some immediate relief is pro¬ 
vided harmful results will be forth¬ 
coming. In fact, such results have 
been materializing for several years 
past. The congested conditions give 
neither pupil nor teacher a fair 
chance. No loss that a community 
can suffer because of lack of pro¬ 
vision is comparable to an educa¬ 
tional loss. Palmer must arouse her¬ 
self and do it immediately. 

Because of the large enrollment 
in the Commercial department of 
the Palmer High School, it has been 
found necessary to add a teacher to 
the force of this school. 

Miss Mary Sullivan, teacher in 
grade 8, Palmer Grammar School, 
has been transferred to this posi¬ 
tion. Miss Sullivan is a graduate of ' 
the local high school and Westfield 
Normal Scvhool. She took the com¬ 
mercial course in the high school in 
addition to the regular four-year 
course, securing a special certificate 
for doing the same. She pursued a 
special course in commercial sub¬ 
jects this past year at Columbia 
University. 

Mrs. Julia Foster, a graduate of 
Wellesley, with seven years’ teach¬ 
ing experience, now employed in the 
schools of St. Albans, Vt., will teach 
grades 7 and 8 in the Palmer Gram¬ 
mar School in place of Miss Alice 
Perry, who will be transferred to 
Miss Sullivan’s position in grade 8.

What They Will Find at Polling 
Places and What They Are 0 
Required to Do 

At the request of a number of 
women voters, there is presented in 
the following paragraphs some sug¬ 
gestions for making it simple to vote, 
and to vote the way one intends to 
vote. 

The first and most important thing 
is to know for whom and for what 
you wish to vote before you go to 
the polling place next Tuesday. This 
ought to be easy, for in another col¬ 
umn will be found an offeial adver¬ 
tisement by Secretary of State 
Langtry, telling just what names will 
be on the ballots. The advertise¬ 
ment covers other counties than 
Hampden, however, and so does not 
all apply to Palmer and the other 
Eastern Hampden towns. 

Look the list over now and see 
which candidate you prefer, so the 
names and the offices will not be 
strange when you go to the polls. 

It os even more important to look 
over the question on which one 
may vote. The question concerning 
the sale of 2>^ per cent beer is con¬ 
fusing enough as it is and will stand 
considerable study even though it is 
doubtful whether such a law would 
ever go into effect. 

At the polls on election day you 
will find a gate through which you 
must pass to get in. Inside the gate 
will be an officer of the polls, with a 
list of all registered voters. To him 
you should state your name and ad¬ 
dress, distinctly. He will find it on 
the list, if you are properly regis¬ 
tered, and will then hand you a blank 
ballot, at the same time announcing 
your name. 

You then go to one of the booths, 
which are nothing more than shelves 
at the side of the room, divided off 
by partitions so no one can look over 
your shoulder to see how you are 
voting. Don’t bother o bring a pen¬ 
cil, because a pencil will be there, but 
don’ forget your glasses. People 
who are blind or otherwise unable 
to marie the ballot may ask for as¬ 
sistance. 

Now mark your ballot by placing 
crosses in the right-hand column, be¬ 
side the names of the Candidates you 
prefer. In the case of each office, 
the ballot tells for how many candi¬ 
dates you may vote. In most cases 
it is only one. A further study of 
Secretary Langtry’s list of can¬ 
didates will make this all clear. 
In voting for president and vice 
president, don’t bother with the long 
list of presidential electors, but just 
vote once for the whole list. 

If you don’t like any of the candi¬ 
dates for some office, you may write 
in a name in the blank space follow¬ 
ing the list of candidates for that 
office, but if you do so be sure and 
a cross in the column at the 
right, opposite the name you wrote 
in^^On the other hand, you edn 
doo^^voting for any of them by just 
leaving that part of the list all blank. 
Don’t put a cross against a blank 
space o show you don’t want to vote 
for any of the candidates. 

When it comes to the questions, 
vote with a cross in the right-hand 
column, beside “Yes” or “No,” which¬ 
ever you prefer. A suggestion is of¬ 
fered the women concerning voting 
on questions. Don’t pass them by, 
in fact you might vote on them first 
to make sure, and go up on the ballot 
instead of starting at the top and go¬ 
ing down. So many men neglect to 
vote on questions, that a vote cast 
on questions really counts extra. 
Consequently, if all the women vote 
on the questions, and only some of 
the men do, the women can come 
pretty near to deciding the ques¬ 
tions. 

If you make a mistake on the bal¬ 
lot, don’t try to rub it out and do it 
over again. Ask for a new ballot. 

After you have marked the ballot, 
take it to the ballot box. There will 
be sitting another election officer, 
with a list of registered voters. Once 
again announce. your name and ad¬ 
dress, giving the same address you 
did when you registered, in case you 
have moved since. As soon as he 
finds your name on the list he will 
it and-'"WtH amtounce - ye wr 


inference With Officials Soon; 

Palmer Asked to Help; Busi¬ 
ness Club Active 

The Palmer Business Club will 
hold a special meeting this evening 
to see what the organization can do 
toward influencing the completion of 
the Southern New England Railroad, 
from Palmer through to Providence, 
R. I. 

Rhode Island Boards of Trade and 
other organizations have been act¬ 
ively at work on the proposition for 
some time, and have been in commu¬ 
nication with the railroad officials 
over the matter. A conference with 
the heads of the organizations was 
arranged for last month, but was 
postponed because of the unexpected 
absence of one of them. Now the 
conference-is expected to be held in 
a few days, and delegations will go 
from numerous cities and towns in 
Rhode Island and Massachusetts 
along the line of the proposed road. 

In a communication to Secretary 
R. D. Strecker of the Palmer Busi¬ 
ness Club, a Board of Trade official 
who has been in close touch with the 
situation from the first expresses the 
opinion that the chances for getting 
the road completed are one in two. 
At any rate, an expression of opinion 
on the part of Palmer citizens can do 
no harm, when the conference is 
held, and it is the intention of the 
Business Club to send representa 
tives to that conference. The meet¬ 
ing to-night is not confined to Club 
members, but any citizen who would 
like to see the Southern New Eng¬ 
land road completed is invited to be 
present. 

Hunting Season Suspended 

Called Off Last Saturday On Account 
of Extreme Dryness 

The hunting season, which has 
bj^eii open only about a week, was 
suspended last Saturday by a procla¬ 
mation by Acting Gov. Channing 
Cox, on the recommendation of Wil¬ 
liam A. L. Bazeley, commissioner of 
conservation, and it is now unlawful 
for anyone to hunt, or to discharge 
firearms in or near any forest lands. 

The cause is the extreme dryness 
of the woods and the danger from 
forest fires, started either carelessly 
or unavoidably. There had been a 
suggestion that the season might be 
suspended, and the matter was de¬ 
cided by numerous fires in the east¬ 
ern part of the State, where thous¬ 
ands of acres were burned over and 
much valuable property destroyed, 
entailing considerable losses. 

The provisions of chapk|||y||^>f 
the acts of 1909 give the g^^^Skr 
the right, when in his judgment the 
situation demands, to suspend the 
hunting season, and the need was 
deemed great at this time. It is 
hoped by all that the necessity will 
soon be over, in which case the sus¬ 
pension will be removed. 

The suspension just at this time 
is not so much of a disappointment 
to the hunteres as it would be in or¬ 
dinary years. The season has been so 
prolonged and the frosts have held 
off so unusually that there are still 
quantities of leaves on the trees, and 
bird shooting is rather difficult un¬ 
der these circumstances. There is a 
suggestion that the season may be 
extended as soon as conditions are 
bettered on account of the suspen¬ 
sion, and as the leaves will undoubt¬ 
edly be off the trees by that time 
the hunters would be perfectly sat¬ 
isfied with the change.

To Carry Highway at Blanchardville 
North of Railroad Tracks 
in Near Future y 

The Springfield Union of last Sat¬ 
urday carried good news to all mo¬ 
torists who travel over the Boston 
road east of Palmer, in an announce¬ 
ment that plans are bemg made for 
the relocation of the highway, about 
a mile east of the village, so as to 
eliminate the two dangerous under¬ 
passes at Blanchardville. The plan 
is to carry the highway north of the 
railroad tracks, making a straight 
line over the new section, and the 
new strip will be shorter, if any¬ 
thing, than the present route. 

There have been many complaints 
against these underpasses, and many 
accidents—some of them fatal—have 
happened there because of the sharp 
turns at each, which render it impos¬ 
sible to see vehicles approaching 
from either direction at either place. 
With the increase in truck traffic 
the complaints increased rapidly. 
The bridges were so low that many 
trucks had to be partially unloaded 
in order to pass through, then re¬ 
loaded, and unloaded and loaded once 
more within a quarter of a mile. 

Complaints from truck drivers 
were so numerous that J. A. John¬ 
son, engineer in charge of this sec¬ 
tion of State highway, was instruc¬ 
ted to see if something could not be 
done to improve the conditions. The 
plan of lowering the roadway was 
abandoned as being too expensive, 
and even that would not do away 
with the sharp turns at each place. 
Attention was then turned to going 
around, and this Engineer Johnson 
finds perfectly feasible. There is 
plenty of space and the cost will not 
be prohibitive, in view of the fact 
that the strip of State highway 
along that section will have to be 
rebuilt, probably next year 'anyway. 
It is estimated that the cost will not 
be much more than rebuilding the 
present strip. 

In this connection it is stated that 
the work of straightening the under¬ 
pass at North Wilbraham will prob¬ 
ably be begun next year. Also that 
the State Highway Department has 
under consideration plans for elim¬ 
inating some of the dangerous curves 
in the vicinity of the Brookfields. 

Belchertown Town Clerk Dead 

Sudden Death of Arthur Bridgman, 
Prominent in Town Affairs 

Town Clerk Arthur Bridgman, 71, 
died at his home in Belchertown 
Monday morning after a short illness. 
Mr. Bridgman had not been in good 
health for several months but was 
able to continue his duties up to with¬ 
in a few days. 

Mr. Bridgman was born in Belcher¬ 
town, the son of Phineas and Sally 
Bridgman, and had lived in that town 
practically all his life. He was the 
youngest of a family of eight child¬ 
ren and was the only surviving mem¬ 
ber. With his brothers he took an 
active part in the business life of the 
town and for many years was associ¬ 
ated with E. S. Bridgman in conduct¬ 
ing a grocery store on Main street. 
Mr. Bridgman took over the entire

He believes that aircraft will 
become Increasingly a determining fac¬ 
tor in ranging and he believes that sea 
power or fighting power will be largely 
dependent upon control of the air and 
that the fleet which secures this con¬ 
trol must win, other things being ap¬ 
proximately equal.—Scientific Ameri-

BRIMFIELD 

Look to Brimfield For Model 

Miss Elizabeth Ailing, who is as¬ 
sistant at Washington, D. C., to E. L. 
Morgan, formerly of the extension 
service of the Massachusetts Agri¬ 
cultural College, and now National 
director of rural service under the 
American Red Cross, spent a’ part of 
two days last week in Brimfield ob¬ 
taining records of community activ¬ 
ities to be used in university courses 
for small town social workers. Brim¬ 
field was considered especially desir¬ 
able for the study of community 
movements because of their co-ordin¬ 
ation and the availability of records 
and reports, especially through the 
public library. Miss Ailing made a 
study of the history of Brimfield and 
its economic conditions at various 
periods and of the institutions, or¬ 
ganizations and agencies active in 
community welfare. The history and 
work of the Brimfield Improvement 
Society and of the Brimfield Commu¬ 
nity Council and its relation to the 
Hampde^i County Improvement 
League were especially considered. 
She will put the material gathered 
into an organized form for reference 
in the university courses.

There are stated universities, be¬ 
sides several colleges and other edu¬ 
cational institutions wdiich the Red 
Cross is aiding by furnishing instruct¬ 
ors for a time as a beginning, to es¬ 
tablish courses in rural /sociology, 
after which it is expected that these 
institutions will make such courses a 
part of their regular curicula. The 
courses are intended to build up con¬ 
ditions of rural life along instructive, 
preventive and constructive lines.

Shortage of Dwellings Assumes Pittsfield Jeweler in the Palmer An Unusual Event Observed in Southbridge High by Palmer Followed Close Behind Dozen Albert P. Peach of Springfield in 
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Condition a Serious One; Solution 
Not Easy; Manufacturers 
Aid Employes 

The following article, “930,000 More 
\ Families Demand New Homes,” writ¬ 
ten by Chas. F. Dingman, M.Am.Soc. 
C.E., M.Am.Soc.M.E., engineer of the 
Flynt Building and Construction Com¬ 
pany of Palmer, New York City and 
Charlotte, N. C., will be of peculiar ; 
interest just at this time in view of 
the very large nation-wide demand 
for additional housing facilities. It 
is expected that other articles treat¬ 
ing of various phases of the same 
subject will be published later. 

A million marriages last year but 
only seventy thousand new homes , 
built! 

Pages of statistics could be quoted, 
but that simple statement, made by 
Arthur Brisbane, is sufficient to con¬ 
jure up a most graphic picture of the 
appalling shortage of homes that ex¬ 
ists. And it is idle to contend, as does 
one writer in a technical journal, that 
the shortage of homes is more or less 
imaginary, merely the result of an in-., 
dated prosperity which has caused 
workers to reject such houses as are 
available and to demand newer and 
better ones. 

We are told by reliable authorities 
that the normal requirements of this 
country are 450,000 new homes per 
year, and that we have gotten so far 
behind that we would have to in¬ 
crease the rate of production to 
660 000 per year if we are to catch up 
to the old standard within five years. 
That would bring us back to the 1913 
ratio of 100 homes for 115 families, 
instead of the 1920 ratio of 100 homes 
for 121 families. 

But we are not building much more 
than ten per cent of that required 
number. What a serious effect this 
continued neglept of home building 
will have upon our national and fam¬ 
ily life only the future can tell. Even 
the most superficial student of social 
conditions will agree that something 
must be done to relieve this critical 
condition. 

However, what to do and how to do 
it are both questions that fail to draw 
forth any unanimity of opinion among 
those who believe they have the an¬ 
swer. Many serious and careful stu¬ 
dents of the problem are fully con¬ 
vinced that relief can come only 
through action by the Federal Gov¬ 
ernment, and there is a wide range of 
opinions as to just how far the Gov¬ 
ernment should go. These opinions 
include fnancing, tax-exemption, ra¬ 
tioning of materials, rationing of cap¬ 
ital, “busting” of an illegal building 
materials trust, etc. 

There are other equally earnest 
students who feel that the problem is 
local, to be solved by the municipal¬ 
ity or possibly by the State. I am in¬ 
clined to agree with those who be¬ 
lieve that, while the housing shortage 
is a national one, the methods to be 
applied for its solution must be ap¬ 
plied locally to suit specific condi¬ 
tions. 

I also feel that, no matter how the¬ 
oretically desirable a Federal Gov¬ 
ernment solution of the housing prob¬ 
lem may be, the present temper of 
the people would not warrant the 
undertaking of any program of suf¬ 
ficient size to be of any appreciable 
benefit. 

I feel that, although the shortage of 
homes may give rise to the most ser¬ 
ious social problems, it is at present 
largely also an industrial problem and 
that its best and most immediate sol¬ 
ution may be found by approaching 
it from an industrial angle. 

The most vital factor in all industry 
is the supply of labor, and the quality 
and continuity of that supply can only 
be assured when those who furnish 
the labor can find suitable homes 
within a reasonable distance from 
their work. This is equally true in 
a city of greatly diversified industries 
arid in a one-mill village, but the 
policies governing the construction 
and ownership of the homes may 
vary greatly. 

I am aware that I am writing this 
at a time when many industries are 
concerned more about getting work¬ 
ers off of the payroll than they are

Accident in Joy Ride at North Wilbra- 
ham; Charged with Theft 
Of Diamonds 

The District Court had to deal last 
Saturday with an offender who has 
figured large in the courts and news¬ 
papers lately—Philip E. Schwarz of 
Pittsfield, a jeweler of that city, who 
has been charged with the larceny of 
$140,000 worth of diamonds. 

The charges against him here were 
for operating an unregistered auto¬ 
mobile, and for operating an automo¬ 
bile on the public highway so that the 
lives and safety of the public were 
endangered. He pleaded nolo to both 
charges. The first charge was placed 
on file, but on the one for operating 
an aut' .^bile so as to endanger the 
lives . /^ Bafety of the public a fine of 
$25 was imposed, which was paid. 
The entire proceedings occupied only 
a few moments, the matters being 
handled by Schwarz’s attorney in a 
confererice with Judge Dillon, who 
was presiding, at his desk. The 
charges grew out of an accident at 
korth Wilbraham on the night of Oc¬ 
tober 26th, when the car which 
Schwarz was driving became mixed 
up with another car. 

Schwarz is out on $20,000 bail on 
the diamond robbery charge. The 
story in that is that a New York dia¬ 
mond salesman who called on Schwarz 
with his wares was persuaded to leave 
them in Schwarz’s safe for the night, 
while Schwarz took him and two 
young women on a joy ride to Spring- 
field. The salesman left the party in 
that' city, and it was after this that 
Schwarz had his accident at North 
Wilbraham. The next morning the 
diamonds were missing from the safe, 
but were found a day or two later 
in the basement of the store, in the 
original package, concealed behind a 
sewer pipe. Later Schwarz was ar¬ 
rested for the theft of the sparklers, 
and in the investigation preceding 
the discovery of the gems in the base¬ 
ment a luxuriously fitted up private 
room was found on an upper floor of 
the block in which was the jewelry 
store, fitted with a periscope so that 
an occupant of the room might watch 
the insidt of the store below. The 
room was reached by a secret and 
private_ staircase. 

Irate Parent Gets 30 Days 

Bondsville Man Threatened Teacher 
For Disciplining Daughter 

John Soltys of Bondsville appeared 
in the District Court last Friday on 
a charge of disturbing a public school. 
He was found guilty and was sen¬ 
tenced to 30 days in the House of Cor¬ 
rection. 

Soltys has a girl who is a pupil in 
the Bondsville Grammar school. The 
girl had been repremanded several 
times by the teacher for avrious 
misdemeanors, and one day last week 
told the teacher flatly that she would 
not obey an order. When the line 
was forming for dismissal at noon 
the girl left it and started away, but 
was caught by the teacher, shaken up 
and placed back in the line again. 
After dinner the girl returned with 
her mother, who made an attempt to 
strike the teacher; the father then 
appeared and threatened dire calam¬ 
ities if his daughter was interfered 
with again, coupling his threats with 
all sorts of vile language. The School 
Committee considered that he was 
going too far beyond the bounds of 
reason in the matter, hence the arres|,t. 

Stiff Fine For Booze Selling 

Judge Henry C. Davis of the Dis¬ 
trict Court in Ware, declaring that 
“kitchen barrooms are the curse of 
Massachusetts under the prohibition 
laws,” on Saturday imposed a fine of 
$200 on Blazej Wincyka of Ware, 
who was convicted of maintaining a 
liquor nuisance at his home on Otis 
avenue. Five gallons of whiskey in 
large cans was seized. The defendant 
admitted that he had disposed of 
liquor, but claimed that he had made 
no sale as he had not been paid for 
it. He at first declined to pay, but 
later changed his mind and settled. 
The fine was four times the usual 
amount. 


Born in Town, and a Successful 
Teacher For Years; Still 
Well and Active 

Mrs. Harriet N. Griggs of Brimfield 
passed her 91st birthday Tuesday. 
She entertained guests during the day 
and received many birthday remem¬ 
brances. Her guest at dinner was 
her friend and nearest neighbor, Mrs. 
Julia A. Hitchcock, who is 88 years 
old. 

Mrs. Griggs’ life has been one of 
great activity and usefulness, and she 
still engages daily in her chosen 
household tasks. All of her faculties 
are wonderfully preserved, and the 
great number o>f her years have not 
oppressed her elastic spirit nor bowed 
her erect form. During the past sum¬ 
mer Mrs. Griggs took the charge of 
the household and prepared the meals 
with the culinary skill for which se 
has always been noted. 

Mrs. Griggs was born in Brimfield, 
the daughter of Cheney and Mary 
(Lamson) Solander. Her birthplace 
was in “Little Rest” on the farm now 
occupied by Benjamin Perry. She 
attended the Little Rest school and 
also a select private school held in 
the old “Conference Hall,” when the 
late Joseph L. Woods, a famous local 
instructor, was the teacher. Later 
she attended Williston seminary for a 
year during the principalship of Mr. 
Wright. 

Mrs. Griggs was a very successful 
teacher, her first school being on 
Tower Hill. Here she “boarded a- 
round”, and received the compensa¬ 
tion of $1.50 a week in addition to 
her board. Her next school was in 
the “Hollow” district, when there 
were enough good-sized families in 
that section to make a large school 
attendance. Here her pay was $2 a 
week out of which she paid her own 
board. She afterwards taught for 
two years in Sturbridge. After the 
death of her husband, Calvin A. Marsh, 
to whom she was married in 1854, her 
home was with her parents, who had 
moved into the village, on the place 
recently occupied by the late Dr. 
Sawin. She resumed teaching and 
taught the Center school at two dif- 
erent periods and for two or three 
years in Agawam, where she had 80 
pupils at one time.

Since the death of Daniel L. Griggs, 
to whom she was married in 1881 and 
who died in 1900 at thpfr home In 
Wollaston, Mrs. Griggs has made her 
home with her niece, Mrs. Martha 
Streeter. She is almost the only per¬ 
son left in Brimfield who can recall 
the incidents of the town’s history 
for nearly a century, and who has the 
various developments in the world’s 
progress in that time. She is the 
oldest member of the Brimfield church 
now living in the town, having united 
with the church in May, 1853. She 
sang in the church choir for many 
years when the Brimfield choir was 
distinguished for its unusually good 
singers, and she especially recalls the 
able leadership of Calvin M. Ward as 
choir master.' 

Mrs. Griggs has been a registeied 
voter for some years and has voted 
I for school committee a number of 
times. She had expected to cast 
I her ballot at the recent election, but 
j on that day felt unequal to making 
the unusual exertion of going to the 
I polls.

Reputable Witnesses Aver That An¬ 
imal Trailed Party Like 
Dog Up Long Road 

A story indicative of the strange 
and unaccountable actions at times 
of the wild creatures of the woods 
comes to the Journal in connection 
with the fox hunt of the Quaboag 
Fox and Game Club the first of the 
week. As it is vouched for by several 
reputable witnesses it comes under 
the head of “strange but true” tales, 
and cannot be classed with the “im¬ 
portant if true” anecdotes of the 
chase. Here’s the story. 

Monday forenoon, while Fred R. 
Tryon of Palmer, one of the fox 
hunters, was sitting on a big rock at 
the side of an old road from Palmer 
Center to Pattaquattuck Mountain, 
hoping for a fox to show up, he es¬ 
pied some distance down the hill a 
party of about a dozen other hunters 
approaching in close formation. As 
they drew within hailing distance 
they cautioned him to sit still and not 
scare away what they had with them. 
Drawing nearer, Tryon was able to 
note that a deer—a doe apparently 
about a year old—was tagging on be¬ 
hind the party, pretty close to them. 
They passed along the road close to 
Tryon, and the deer followed them, 
passing within^less than ten feet of 
him. After the calalcade had passed 
Tryon arose and at that the deer 
leisurely jumped over the opposite 
wall of the road into the field, and 
stood there. The hunters passed on 
up the road, and the deer hop^^ 
back into the traveled way and foP 
lowed them again. 

There are those to whom the story 
has been told who are unkind enough 
to suggest that some of the farmers 
in that vicinity have cows of about 
the same shade of color as are deer 
at this season of the year. Also there 
are suggestions that hard cider is not 
unknown in that section of the town. 
But such base slanders are refuted by 
the makeup of the party which the 
deer was trailing. Prominent in the 
group was Chief of Police Buckley of 
Ware (that disposes of •;he cider ar¬ 
gument) ; “Ed” Smith of Palmer, 
“Pete” Johnson, “Tommy” Gleason, 
C. A. Grimstone of Palmer Center 
(he knows a cow when he sees one), 
John Gleason, and others well known 
for their clearsightedness and verac¬ 
ity. All insist that it was a deer that 
trailed the party—^just why, they do 
not even hazard a guess. One thing 
they are sure of however, and that is 
that the deer knew it was the close 
season and therefore perfectly safe— 
with the Chief of Police along—in 
giving the members of the party a 
close “once-over” so as to be able to 
recognize them when the deer week 
opens next month. 

Hunt For Airplane Wreck 

A good many people in Warren and 
West Warren got “all het up” Tues¬ 
day afternoon over a rirported aero¬ 
plane accident on Marks Mountain 
which turned out on investigation to 
be no accident at all, not even an ap¬ 
proach to one, and there wasn’t even 
a “thrill” to report. 

But those who reported that one 
had taken place were hardly to blame. 
The facts are these. 

Lieut. Albert Tunstall of Brookfield 
was on his way home from St. Johns- 
bury, Vt., and passed over Marks 
Mountain about 4.30. As he did so 
he swooped sharply down after pass¬ 
ing the crest of the mountain, continu¬ 
ing his way safely at the lower level. 
But to those in Warren who saw him 
it looked as if the machine had 
descended suddenly into the thickly 
wooded mountain and had been 
wrecked. 

John Erla, a farmer, came to this 
conclusion and reported it to “Jeff” 
Zinner, a neighbor, who immediately 
sent out a call for assistance in locat¬ 
ing the missing plane to the Wesson 
Manufacturing Company at Bright- 
wood, thinking to get in touch with 
the defunct Springfield Aircraft Com¬ 
pany. A searching party of Warren 
farmers also scoured the woods, but 
Lieut. Tunstall learned of their ef¬ 
forts and sent word that all was well, 
xnd the searchers were called in. 


Of Brimfield; Result of Auto Acci¬ 
dent in North Wilbraham on 
October 9th 

Albert P. Peach was arraigned in 
the District Court last Saturday on 
a charge of manslaughter in connec¬ 
tion with the death of Mrs. George 
Peck of Brimfield, who died October 
16th from injuries received on the 
afternoon of October 9th when the 
auto of her husband, in which she was 
riding, was in collision with a car 
driven by Peach. The accident oc¬ 
curred at the Bliss curve in North 
Wilbraham. Mrs. Peck sustaining a 
fractured skull. A charge of reck¬ 
less driving was first made against 
Peach and the trial of the case was 
postponed to await the result of Mrs. 
Peck’s hurts. With the fatal terthin- 
ation of her injuries the charge was 
changed to one of manslaughter. 

Only a part of the evidence was in¬ 
troduced Saturday. Judge David F. 
Dillon is hearing the case. Three wit¬ 
nesses were heard. Mr. Peck testified 
that he was traveling toward Spring- 
field Saturday afternoon, Oct. 9, and 
as he approached the Bliss curve he 
slowed down to 10 or 12 miles an 
hour. He was driving on the extreme 
right hand side of the road, close to 
the electric car track. He had just 
reached the beginning of the curve 
when he saw the car driven by Peach 
suddenly appear about 75 feet away 
squarely in front of him, on his side 
of the road. It was traveling at a rate 
of speed above 40 miles an hour. Be¬ 
fore he could do anything to protect 
iijmself the Peach car had crashed 
into him and the next thing he knew 
his car was turned around and was 
headed in the opposite direction from 
that he had been going, and was 
thrown up against a pole on the far¬ 
ther side of the electric car track. 

The case will be continued next Sat¬ 
urday, when other witnesses will be 
heard.

about retaining them on it, and that, 
therefore, my arguments may not 
seem to carry as much weight as if 
written a few months ago. However, 
I am only one of the many who be¬ 
lieve that this condition is merely 
temporary and that it will be but a 
short time before business again re¬ 
sumes its upward climb. 

There are many who believe that 
this present slackness, with its at¬ 
tendant comparatively low prices of 
materials and plenitude of labor, is an 
exceptional opportunity to get houses 
constructed cheaply and have them 
ready when normal times return and 
before prices mount again. 

If we accept the proposition that 
the correct approach to a solution of 
the housing problem is from an indus- 
triai standpoint,—and the most suc¬ 
cessful attempts to solve it are being 
made from that standpoint,—then we 
must also accept the proposition that, 
no matter in what form or manner 
it is paid, the cost of housing the 
worker and his family is as much a 
part of the total cost of producing 
goods as is his food and clothing or 
any other item. It is, therefore, to 
the interest of the managers of any 
industry to see that its employes are 
housed at a reasonable cost. 

In a small village, having only one 
industry, the problem of supplying 
homes for the workers is not a com¬ 
plicated one. Ordinarily, the princi¬ 
pal points to decide are the types of 
houses best fitted for the types of 
laborers which it is desired to at¬ 
tract and hold, and whether the 
houses shall be sold to those who oc¬ 
cupy them or whether the ownership 
shall remain in the company. 

If the industry is so situated that 
no other industry can readily draw 
upon the same village for labor, then 
the general impression seems to be 
that every possible encouragement 
should be given to those who wish to 
own their own homes. Most mana¬ 
gers feel that the man who acquires 
a Stake in the community becomes a 
better citizen and a more steady and 
reliable worker; they feel that he 
acquires a keener interest in keeping 
not only his own place in order but 
the entire village as well. 

It is becoming quite usual for cer¬ 
tain industries to undertake exten¬ 
sive building programs and to sell the 
completed houses to their employes, 
the usual terms being an initial pay¬ 
ment of about ten per cent of the 
total and the balance on one or two 
mortgages with the payments so cal¬ 
culated that the entire indebtedness, 
including interest, is wiped out in 
about ten years. 

On the other hand, when a mill is 
situated so closely to another factory 
—particularly if that other factory 
is one maintaining a higher wage 
scale—that the laborers have a choice 
of places in which to work, it might 
develop that the low wage rate fac¬ 
tory would be financing the construc¬ 
tion of houses to be used by the em¬ 
ployes of the high wage rate factory. 

In such cases selling the houses is 
hardly practicable and, unless >the 
building program is to be continuous 
ownership of the houses must be re¬ 
tained by the industry and tenancy 
must be conditioned upon remaining 
in the employ of the owner. 

When this is done the rents charged 
are usually nominal and no attempt 
is made to show a profit on the rental 
account, the loss on this account 
being charged to production the same 
as it would be if the same amount 
were paid out in higher wages or in 
some other way, and an effort is made 
to provide houses that will afford an 
inducement to the worker to stay. 

When, at a Chamber of Commerce 
luncheon last winter, I told how the 
management of a certain prominent 
industry had planned its newest work¬ 
men’s houses to comply with the de¬ 
sires of its Polish workmen instead of 
the pre-conceived notions of welfare 
workers, a clergyman in the audience 
rose to inquire if I thought that good 
Americanism. I had to reply that I 
thought it was very good business. 

Possibly, if sufficient time had been 
available, I might have given a little 
talk on Americanism, and then I 
should have told him that I did not 
believe that the way to Americanize 
is to thrust my ideas down the for¬ 
eigners’ throats. That might make 
them realize what Americanism means 
—provided, of course, that my ideas 
are the correct ones,—but it would 
hardly make good Americans of them. 

However, there can be absolutely 
no doubt that providing good homes 
makes better Americans of the work¬ 
ers, no matter what their nationality. 
There can be no doubt that provid¬ 
ing good homes is a piece of the most 
practical welfare work conceivable, 
that good homes tend to make better 
citizens. But—wc must face the fact 
lhat the primary reason why indus¬ 
tries can afford to invest vast sums 
in housing developments is a business 
reason. 

Without in any way wishing to 
challenge the patriotic and civic mo¬ 
tives which influence many housing 
developments, it must be recognized 
that the primary reason for under¬ 
taking these developments, is to 
attract and hold a suitable supply 
of the right kind of workers. If the 
development fails in that one particu¬ 


lar it is a loss so far as the industry 
behind it is concerned. • 

Therefore, so long as the homes 
constructed comply with the essential 
requirements of comfort, decency and 
sanitation, it is an element of added 
value if the details of design comply 
with the ideals and desires of the 
people whom it is desired to attract 
and retain. I 

At the 1920 convention of the Asso- | 
ciated Industries of Massachusetts, I 
held in the Copley Plaza Hotel, Bos¬ 
ton, Mr. F. A. Upham, Agent of the 
Palmer Mill of the Otis Company at 
Three Rivers, told how effective a 
part the houses play in the American¬ 
ization of the workers by making it 
possible for foreign-born families to 
gradually move into better and better | 
quarters as their own standards of de- j 
sire are built up by education and | 
environment, instead of thrusting!^ 
them at first into conditions which j 
they could neither understand or ap- i 
preciate. j 

In the cities, where many different 
industries are congregated, it may 
not be practicable for any one indus- 


dctails about particular operations. 
In succeeding articles I purpose to de¬ 
scribe some characteristic develop¬ 
ments and to quote cost figures. For 
the present I have merely attempted 
to show what must be done and some 
of the measures which are being taken 
to do it.

try to undertake the housing develop¬ 
ment, though some very successful 
industrial suburbs have been built by 
individual corporations and more are 
under way. However, it is almost 
always feasible for industries to co¬ 
operate in the formation of home 
building companies which can build 
houses either for rental or for sale to 
the workers. 

A very satisfactory method and one 
which should be used whenever pos¬ 
sible is to secure the co-operation of 
the local savings banks, and they will 
generally be able to loan about sixty 
per cent of the cost of any house. 
The purchaser should pay at least ten 
per cent down; this leaves the indus¬ 
tries, through the housing corpora¬ 
tion, with not more than thirty per 
cent to finance by other means. This 
thirty per cent is, of course, continu¬ 
ally being paid back through the 
monthly payments on account which 
the purchaser must make. 

Of course, the object of the housing 
corporation being merely to provide 
homes for the workers, it should not 
attempt to make a profit from its ; 
operations. In fact, it may even be | 
expedient to have its overhead .and j 
running expenses borne by the in- | 
dustries which founded it in order to 
keep the prices of the houses at | 
rock bottom and to encourage pro- j 
portionately greater liberality upon j 
the part of the banks which finance 
the first mortgages.

Ellis, H. A. Aldrich, Tony Jacobs, 
Will Peck and a few others have re¬ 
ported an average season at this 
sport. Hunters are very numerous 
but are mostly of the inexperienced 
type who miss the majority of the 
birds they start up. 

Wood Choppers Scarce 

Cord wood choppers are receiving 
$3.25 per cord for their efforts and 
not enough are available to supply 
the demand for them. Many of them 
are able to cut and pile two cords 
in an eight-hour day and the major¬ 
ity of people burning wood feel that 
the remuneration for chopping is at¬ 
tractive. This high price in one in¬ 
stance is even being paid for cutting 
up chestnut tops which have pre¬ 
viously been felled. One wood dealer 
when asked if he had any white birch 
wood for sale replied, “Can’t get men 
to cut it; they are fussy nowadays 
what they work on and they get $3.25 
per cord at that.

The PRlmer School Committee, at 
a recent ineetiBS. decided to take up 


Americanization work. The School j 
Committee has been considering this 
proposition for a year and has made 
a very careful investigation of it. 

The Committee has appointed Mr, 

John E. Hurley, Principal of the 
Palmer High School, as director of 
Americanization work. Mr. Hurley 
has had considerable experience in 
night school work, in conducting 
citizenship classes, and in teaching 
factory classes in the Palmer Mill 
at Three Rivers. 

It is the purpose of the School 
Conaipittee to do work along Amer- 
icauiMtion'^ines whenever and 
wherever feasible. The first point of 
attack will be the instruction of 
classes in the various local industries. 

It is the intention of those in charge 
to hold factory classes in the various 
mills in town for the instruction of 
the non-English-speaking employees 
in matters that are essential to good 
American citizenship. Later, as the 
work develops, evening school classes 
and day classes will be held in the 
public schools. Classes for foreign- 
born women will be started in sec-

zation work. They have a fairly 
definite program drawn up which is 
backed absolutely by the Associated 
Industries of Massachusetts and is 
financed on the fifty-fifty basis by 
the State and the local school com¬ 
mittee which does the work. 

Briefly speaking, the problem pre¬ 
sented in this State may be stated 
as follows: There are 333,000 per¬ 
sons in Massachusetts, 10 years of 
age and over, who need instruction 
in speaking, reading, and writing 
English,—118,000 illiterate (unable 
to read or write in any language) 
and 215,000 unable to read and write 
English. Of these, 90 per cent, are 
21 years of age and over. There are 
300,000 males of voting age unnatu¬ 
ralized. 

The aims of this work may be 
stated briefly as follows; (1) To 
make English a common medium of 
speech. (2) To establish better re¬ 
lationship between all Americans. 
(3) To preserve the best contribu¬ 
tions brought from the Old World 
and unite them with the best ideals 
of the New. (4) To prepare aliens 
for citizenship. (5) To make a united 
people, loyal to America. 

Americanization is essentially a 
problem of education, and as such 
it logically belongs to the public 
system of education. Therefore, all 
classes for the instruction of immi 
grants in the English language and 
in citizenship should be organized 
and administered under public school 
auspices. 

The field for Americanization is so 
broad that there is a place for all 
agencies that can be interested in 
the task. It is of the utmost import¬ 
ance that there shall be no duplica¬ 
tion or overlapping among these 
agencies, but that the utmost har¬ 
mony shall prevail. In addition to 
the State Board of Education and 
the local school system, all civic or¬ 
ganizations, women’s organization s,l 
industries, and patriotic aoeietiesj 
should co-operate. 

Since the establishment of the 
thirteen colonies, new immigrants 
have been continually crossing the 
Atlantic. For a long period of time 
the large majority of these came 
from Northern Europe and many of 
them spoke English. As a result, the 
English-speaking immigrant had but 
Fttle difficulty in fitting himself into 
the environment of the new world.

Prominent Warren Man Dead 

Bdward Fairbanks, Former Bank 
PresidOht and Legislator 

Edward Fairbanks, 84, died at his 
home in Warren Monday evening 
after an illness of chronic nephritis. 

He was born in Brimfield Nov. 20, 
1836, and was the son of Ebenezer 
and Mary Gleason Fairbanks. His 
great grandfather, Henry Fairbanks, 
settled in Brimfield in 1783, and he 
was' a direct descendant in the sixth 
generation of Jonathan Fairbanks, 
who came to this country from 
Yorkshire, England, in 1641. 

In 1861 Mr. Fairbanks formed a j 
partnership with E. W. Stoddard, I 
proprietor of the Union store in 
Warren, where he worked for three 
years before going to Boston. This 
partnership continued until 1864, 
when Mr. Fairbanks and G.M. New¬ 
ton bought out Mr. Stoddard and 
continued the business under the 
firm name of Fairbanks and Newton. 
Mr. Fairbanks continued the store 
after the death of his partner, 

1881, to 1910, when he took into 
partnership William L. Curtis. The 
firm name was then Fairbanks and 
Curtis, as it is now known. 

Mr. Fairbanks married Miss Jennie 
Spencer September 9, 1874. He was 
formerly a Democrat and was in the 
Massachusetts Legislature. He was 
delegate from this State to the 
World’s Fair in Chicago in 1892. In 
later years he was affiliated with the 
Republican party. He .vas a mem¬ 
ber of the First Congregational 
church of Warren and a member of 
the parish society. He was one of 
the founders of the Warren Savings 
Bank and a trustee of that institu- 
being vice president at the time of 
his death 

He had been president of the Pal¬ 
mer National Bank and was a direc¬ 
tor at the time of his death. He 
was active in the organization of the 
Warren Steam Pump Company in 
1897 and was the company’s first 
treasurer. He was a member of the 
Grasse River Outing Club at Gom- 
iser, ,N. Y., and for many years„ its 
treasurer,. Be was the oldest* umsmI''

The fact that Palmer is greatly in 
need of increased school housing fa¬ 
cilities has been emphasized so much 
as to become trite. For the past ten 
years, the school committee has given 
almost annual warning to the citizens 
of the town that increased school ca¬ 
pacity was an absolute necessity 
Until this year, by making each room 
carry an unusually large burden, it 
has been possible to operate the 
schools without any serious change in 
organization. 

Several years ago a two-room ad¬ 
dition was built upon the Bondsville 
school. About three years ago two 
portable schools were purchased. For 
several years four or five rooms in 
Pickering Hall at Three Rivers have 
been loaned by the Palmer Mill. By 
reason of these accommodations, it 
has been possible, up to this year, to 
get along. The unusually large enroll¬ 
ment of the current school year has 
made it impossible to operate under 
present conditions. The addition of 
some 160 pupils to this year’s enroll¬ 
ment has caused several rooms to 
have a registration absolutely beyond 
the capacity of these rooms to ac¬ 
commodate. Enrollments of 50 to 65 
pupils were fairly common, inasmuch 
as increased room facilities could not 
be secured. It was necessary to 
adopt some sort of a make-shift. 

After studying the problem, the 
^hdPl committee decided to adopt

placed upon a part-time basis of 
school attendance. This “shift plan" 
is in operation in eight rooms in town 
and, as a result, 16 classes, with a 
total enrollment of 594 pupils, are oiT 
part time. 

In brief, the conditions confronting 
the school department can be sum¬ 
marized as follows: There are at 
the present time 2324 pupils enrolled 
in the Palmer schools. There are 65 
regular teachers, 16 of whom have no 
class room in regfular school build¬ 
ings. Approximately 25 per cent of 
the teachers are, so to speak, without 
a teaching home. There are 39 avail¬ 
able school rooms in the grades; there 
are 55 teachers in the grades. In 
the grades alone, 29 per cent of the 
teachers are working under a serious 
disadv|mtage; 16 classes are now in 
operatl% under make-shift plans; 
315 pupiR, making eight rooms in all, 
jtre housed outside of the regular 
buildings; eight rooms are used for 
“shift” classes, caring for 16 classes, 
totaling 594 pupils; 14 per cent of the 
grade pupils are housed outside of the 
regular building. In addition, 25 per 
cent of the grade pupils are on part 
time. These facts show, without any 
question, that additional room is im¬ 
mediately needed. 

This condition would be greatly 
remedied by the construction of a 
new high school, which would make 
ithe present hi^h school available for 
grade purposes. When the new 
school building at Three Rivers is 
ready for use, conditions in that vil¬ 
lage will be well taken care of. The 
severe crowding is in Three Rivers 
and Palmer. These conditions can be 
corrected, if the above suggestion is 
follDwed out. It would then be pos¬ 
sible to move the two portable schools 
to Bondsville and Thorndike, thereby 
taking care of the crowded conditions 
in these schools. 

No one outside of the school depart¬ 
ment appreciates the growth of the 
school enrollment that has taken 
place within the past ten years. In 
order that due appreciation may be 
had of this fact, the following table 
is submitted:

story Without Foundation I Reinhertz Again in Troubie 


Springfield Paper Picture Wretched 
Conditions of Local Family 

Monson residents were startled 
Tuesday morning by a morbid tale in 
a Springeld paper to the effect that 
a Monson family on Bridge street 
had been found direfully needy. A 
widow and five children were pictured 
in decidedly straightened circum¬ 
stances. 

Immediate investigation by towns¬ 
people and a statement from the 
Overseers of the Poor showed the 
story to be without foundation. 

The father of the family in question 
died last February leaving five child¬ 
ren. Prior to his death, though he 
earned good pay, he was a poor 
provider and the family lived some¬ 
what squalidly. Soon after his death 
the family applied to the town for 
aid. Investigation showed the family 
to be a case coming under State 
charities. Approximately $90 per 
month have been provided the family 
since March, 1920. The Selectmen 
advance the funds and the town is re¬ 
imbursed for the larger part of the 
expenditure by the State. The child¬ 
ren have been well fed and comfort¬ 
ably clothed since March and fuel 
has been provided. 

The want story was composed by 
a newspaper subscription agent who 
lured one of the boys of the family 
to peddle his papers. He went to 
the home to see the boy and evident¬ 
ly a pitable tale was spun for his 
benefit. The people are such that 
t!iey live more or less shiftlessly 
and the agent wrote a story worthy 
of the slums. 

The family by right have a legal 
residence in the State of Vermont 
and will be sent there as soon as is 
expedient by the town authorities.

“bab,” meaning “gate,” and “Ilu,” 
meaning a god.—Detroit News.

The Idea that the earth is not a flat 
d’sk, but a globe, does not seem to 
have “caught on” In India, for they 
still talk about a certain “center of 
the world.”

The first Is Washington, 
named after the Father of our Coun¬ 
try, and the second Indiana, so called 
on account of the purchase and sub¬ 
sequent settlement by various Indian 
tribes of large tracts of land north of 
the Ohio river and within the present 
boundaries of the state. 

When we review Indian state names, 
we must remember *hat there was no 
one Indian tongue. Instead, there 
were several separate and distinct lan¬ 
guages, and each of these was divided 
Into many dialects. Hence the wide 
variance in Indian names In different 
sections. 

Wisconsin, written by early Frte.>ch 
explorers of the region as Oulsconsin 
and named for its chief stream, is 
thought to have come from a Sac In¬ 
dian word translated as Wild Rush¬ 
ing Channel, and also as having ref¬ 
erence to holes In the banks of 
streams where birds nest. However, 
neither of these Interpretations can be 
confirmed — National Geographic 
Magazine.

Unable to Pay Warren Teachers 

Town Without Funds; Assessment 
Error Cause of Shortage 

Because there is no money in the 
Warren town treasury and because 
the town is unable to borrow further 
funds this year, the school teachers 
of Warren did not receive their 
monthly salaries when they came 
due yesterday. The town is entirely 
without funds and any outstanding 
bills due will have to be held up 
until uncollected taxes are in. 

There are two sources from which 
money is expected, but when it will 
be received is not known. The State 
owes the town about $20,000 for cor¬ 
poration taxes and in addition there 
is about $23,000 uncollected taxes. 
The town is not allowed to borrow 
more money this year because the 
assessors made an error of about 
$13,000 in making up the tax assess¬ 
ment. This shortage in the borrow¬ 
ing capacity of the town is the real 
cause of the financial embarrass-

Fishing With Baited Lines is now 

Employed to Relieve the Tedium 
of the Life. 

Fishing with Inverted lines from the 
decks of American submarines Is the 
newest pastime among members of 
their crews operating in the Pacific 
ocean from the Los Angeles submarine 
base, says the Popular Mechanics 
Magazine. 

The boats make frequent practice 
trips between Los Angeles and Santa 
Catalina island. The water In this 
area averages about 90 feet In' depth, j 
and Is one of the finest fishing 
grounds of the Pacific coast. 

Frequently the boats dive to the bot- - 
tom, and lie there with their motors 
shut off while practicing submarine 
signaling, torpedo-tube routine and the 
like. 

The upside-down fishing Is done In a 
very simple manner. Prior to making 
a dive the men arrange their lines on 
the deck rails of the submarine. The 
hooks are baited and are strung out 
on the decks to be carried upward , 
when the boat dives, by a fioat at- 
taclied near the hook. 

Since any fish that takes the bait 
can not be removed until the boat 
comes to the surface, the lines are 
fastened to the deck rail by coll 
springs. This practically eliminates 
the chance of losing the fish by Its 
breaking the line, or tearing the hook 
out of its mouth. 

Franklin Medal to Sir Charles Parsons. 

The Franklin medal has been award¬ 
ed to Sir Charles Parsons “In recogni¬ 
tion of his epoch-making success In , 
the development and the construction * 
of the steam turbine which has revo¬ 
lutionized the art of steam engineer- . 
Ing, particularly in regard to the pro¬ 
pulsion of mercantile and naval ves¬ 
sels, and the driving of electrical gen- . 
erators.” Not many people know of < 
the courageous struggle of Sir Charles ' 
in the early days of his Invention, and ] 
that he separated from his original , 
partners owing to their becoming too ^ 
discouraged to “carry on.” Engineer- . 
ing, in speaking of the award, says: ; 
“The work of Sir Charles Parsons has 
halved the cost of producing electric ; 
power and reduced In still greater pro¬ 
portion the capital cost of engineer¬ 
ing machinery.—Scientific American. 

Capsules and Fly Screens. 

Among modern inventions that make 
for comfort a subscriber lists as two 
of the most Important the capsules 
now used for disagreeable medicines, 
and the wire screen used to protect 
our houses from disagreeable Insects. 
Quinine, he says, was In the days of 
the Civil war the great medicine of 
the army, and It was taken by the 
teaspoon with nothing to disguise Its 
bitterness. All that is past. The 
well screened house, with Its freedom 
from mosquitoes and files, was un¬ 
known to “the good old days,” and 
It alone Is enough to make modem life 
worth the living.—From the Outlook. 

Russia’s Iron Ore Deposits. 

Tlie greatest Iron ore deposits 
known are thought to have been locat¬ 
ed near Koursk, Ru.ssia, by magnetic 
disturbances of intensity unequaled 
elsewhere. These disturbances were 
studied several years by the late Prof. 
Ernst Leyst, a Russian, and his rec¬ 
ords are said to have been rescued 
and taken to Sweden. Two Swedish 
observers find that two Immense 
parallel deposits of magnetic iron ore 
are Indicated. These seem to have 
about equal length, 57 miles or more, 
and to be separated about 40 miles. 

British Ship Gets Record. 

The Empress of Britain, the first 
transatlantic oil-burning vessel to pass 
up the St. Lawrence, arrived re¬ 
cently at Quebec from Liverpool, 4n five 
days and tw’enty-two hours, breaking 
all previous records between those 
ports. It was her maiden trip as an 
oll-bumer and she clipped six hours 
from her best previous time. The ex¬ 
pense of reconditioning her as an oll- 
bumer equaled the cost of her original 
constraction.

THREE RIVERS 

West Sides Are Champions 


The “Grand Finale” of the Three 
Rivers football season—the big game 
of the year—between the East side 
and the West, which was scheduled 
to take place Thanksgiving Day, was 
put on Saturday afternoon on Rec¬ 
reation Park, resulting in a 26 to 0 
victory for the West side. 

Everything had been in readiness 
for Thanksgiving Day, but sudden 
unfavorable weather conditions put 
the field “on the bum” and the game 
was postponed. Betting odds were 
in favor of the West side.

' The gridiron was covered with 
snow when the players stripped for 
action, but in spite of the poor un¬ 
der-foot conditions some spectacular 
plays were pulled off.

On the kick-off by Kamyck of the 
West side the ball went flat, and 
Capt. Pike Gervais of East end, who 
caught the ball, was downed almost 
in his tracks. A new ball was brought 
in and play resumed. The ball zig¬ 
zagged back and forth across the 
gridiron by end runs by “Connie” 
Dodge and Murphy toward the East 
goal, and was put across by “Wally” 
Kamyck for the first touchdown. 
Kamyck missed the goal. The quar¬ 
ter ended before further headway 
was made. In the second quarter the 
West side rushed the ball thirty 
yards and lost on a fumble. The East 
side then started a march up the 
field when a left-end run was tried 
and a fumble put the ball into the 
hands of the West eleven again. This 
time the ball was pushed to the 
thirty-yard line and then carried 
across by Kamyck for his second 
touchdown. Kamyck kicked the goal 
and soon after the whistle blew, end¬ 
ing the first half. 

In that first half Phil Burlingame, 
playing at left end, came from under 
the pile in a play with a wrenched 
shoulder and was replaced by D. 
Magrone. Quarterback Kamyck was 
stretched out for a short period soon 
after in an end-run tackle. He re¬ 
sumed play, however. 

In the first of the second half the 
two squads bunched and surged back 
and forth across the field without 
much headway. Finally “Joe” Mur 
phy received the ball from Kamyck 
and went around right end for a run 
of 60 yards, outrunning all inter¬ 
ference, for a touchdown. “Wally” 
kicked a goal. On the kick-off, “Con¬ 
nie” Dodge took the ball, but was 
downed at 20 yards. Here a fumble 
put the ball in the East siders’ hands. 
After several center plays the West 
side captured the ball and Kamyck 
came out of i. » heap with the ball 
at right end a spectacular run 
and would hav>. lade a touchdown 
but D. Rogers. ircling the field, 
swooped down . m '-im, both being 
spilled in the slusl; ' ards from the 


goal. The whistle blew, ending the 
quarter. The East side made a des¬ 
perate struggle in the last quarter, 
with runs by Masse and Paquette and 
forward passes, but splendid tackles 
and costly fumbles put the ball close 
their own goal and a pass by 
Kamyck to Paul Magrone, who re¬ 
placed Laviolette at right end, re¬ 
sulted in a touchdown for Magrone, 
and a goal by Kamyck resulted in 
the 26 to 0 tally at the final whistle. 

Several times the Easterners put 
the ball in the West territory, but 
were unable to carry it across. 
Kamyck once punted at 40 yards, 
but missed the goal by a foot. 

On the West eleven “Joe” Murphy, 
the Fitchburg cyclone, and “Wally” 
Kamyck, the light-footed dodger, ex 
celled on the offensive. “Connie” 
Dodge and Dan Berry of the Pine 
Tree State starred on the defense. 
“Slugger” Barton and “Husky” Blair, 
right and left tackles, proved a heavy 
proposition and good line breakers, 
with Aldrich and A. Paquette to 
cover up as guards. The Magrone 
twins held down the ends, scoring 
several good tackles and a touch¬ 
down for one, while their brother 
Bill at center proved a star on the 
defensive. Phil Burlingame, the 
Springfield star, played good until he 
was injured. 

The East side line up was equally 
heavy with T. Paquette, G. Rogers 
and Masse, three local plungers, ex¬ 
celling both in defense and on going 
through the lines. Abner Raymond, 
of Middlebury fame, proved a dan¬ 
gerous man, getting through the line 
and tackling the man with the ball. 
Capt. Pike Gervais, formerly Ohio 
star, and the Graveline brothers cre¬ 
ated some sensation during play. 
Magoni and Murphy, center and 
right guard, tackled to perfection; 
also Louis Rogers and Senecal. 

The West side proved superior on 
both offensive and defensive. Ray 
Emery, former Thornton Academy 
star, coached the West side, and 
Ralph Senecal the East side.

It now looks as if the 
Norcross lot on State street would 
not be purchased, as was voted at 
the appropriation meeting last spring. 
The committee has made no state¬ 
ment, however. If that field is not 
purchased, will the town vote to pur¬ 
chase some other? Or will the money 
raised for the purchase and grading 
of the field be turned to some other 
purpose by the voters next Febru¬ 
ary? 

Two other fields are suggested: 
the McCray field on Gates street and 
Sullivan field on Pearl street. Either 
of them is naturally better suited 
for an athletic field than the Nor¬ 
cross field. The only things the last- 
mentioned spot had in its favor for 
an athletic field was its central loca¬ 
tion in the town and its size. 


To Discuss Road Problems 

The Palmer highway commissioners 
will meet this evening with the local 
board of selectmen to lay out a pro¬ 
gram of road building between the 
two towns. The principal question be¬ 
tween the townships which will come 
up in a year or two is Fay’s bridge. A 
new structure will be needed there in 
the near future. Palmer plans to im¬ 
prove the Monson road permanently 
when the new bridge is built.

HAS SEIZED GERMAN TRADE 


Japan Said to Be Furnishing Practi¬ 
cally All of the Buttons Now 
Used in China. 

The style has changed In Manchuria 
that. Just after the establishment of 
the republic, set many Chinese wear¬ 
ing the garments of the West, and 
needing naturally western buttons. 
Such buttons, says Consul General Al¬ 
bert W. Pontius, writing home from 
Mukden to his government, were Im¬ 
ported about equally from Japanese 
and European manufacturers, but now 
the Chinese have pretty well gone back 
to their own style of dress, and the 
one European garment that still re¬ 
mains popular is the heavy ulster. One 
nd longer needs buttons, except for 
one’s ulster, and these are now chiefly 
Imported from Japan, for the Chinese 
costume does very well with “frogs." 
But buttons, no longer seen, are evi¬ 
dently needed somewhere, for In 1919 
China imported about $400,000 worth 
of them, bone buttons, composition but¬ 
tons, and mother-of-pearl buttons, and 
about 85 per cent of these buttons 
were “made in Japan.” The war has 
given Japan almost a monopoly; one 
might say that Japan buttons China. 
And so it Is, says Consul General Pon¬ 
tius, with needles to sew the buttons 
on. Before the war China was import¬ 
ing approximately $900,000 worth of 
needles a year, chiefly from Germany 
and Austria; but now the Japanese 
needle manufacturers control the Chi¬ 
nese market, and that is sad for the 
Chinese needlewoman or needleman, 
because the Japanese needles Jo not 
keep their sharp points anything like as 
long as the European needles.—Chris* 
tian Science Monthly. 


Record Parachute Drop. 

The official record tor a parachute 
drop has been accredited to Lieut. 
John H. Wilson, U. S. A., of the 
Ninety-sixth Aero squadron, Kelley 
Field, Texas. There has been a ques¬ 
tion as to whether a parachute would 
open satisfactorily In rarefied at¬ 
mosphere. The lieutenant demon¬ 
strated that It would when he leaped 
from an army airplane at an altitude 
of 19,861 feet, and 17 minutes later 
made a safe landing.—^^Scientlflc Amer- 
itan.

It has long approached them and halted, 

heavy silken cords, each with 15 tas- “You two are pretty good friends of 


FIND MAKES SCIENTISTS GLAD 

Discoveries Recently Made on Scottish 
Island Are Declared to Settle 
an Old Dispute. 

Discoveries of great Interest to 
archaeologists have been made on the 
Island of Itlsga, In Loch Sunart. Ar- 
gyleshire, Scotland, where a band of 
scientists has been searching in huge 
shell mounds. 

The director of the party Is of the 
opinion that the discoveries made in 
this rocky and uninhabited Island have 
gone far to settle the dispute among 
archaeologists as to whether a break 
Intervened (n the human occupation 
of the British isles between Palaeo¬ 
lithic and Neolithic periods. He says: 

“Vestiges of human activity ex¬ 
tremely like the ‘Azillan,’ as the Inter¬ 
mediate period Is called In France, 
have now been recognized in Scotland 
In the island of Oransay, adjoining 
Colonsay, and the name of Oransay 
has been given to this period In Scot¬ 
land.” 

The Rlsga excavations disclosed re¬ 
mains of the Oransay man’s dwelling 
places, with his food, refuse and rude 
tools, made of flint. Jasper, quartz and 
quartzite, horn and bone, and many 
large Implements made from the ant¬ 
lers of the red deer.

Purlin B. Bacon of Palmer Center ] 
tvas accidentally shot Saturday after¬ 
noon while deer hunting, and died in 
a few moments. It is probable that 
the shot was fired by one of two oth¬ 
ers with whom Mr. Bacon was in 
company, his son, Rufus P. Bacon, 
and his nephew, Harry Hamilton. 

Mr. Bacon and his son started from 
their home early in the afternoon to 
try their luck at getting a deer, and 
were in the woods near Fentonville, 
on the Brimfield road, when the acci¬ 
dent occurred. There they separ¬ 
ated, Mr. Bacon going one way and 
the two younger men the other. Not 
long afterward the young men sight¬ 
ed a deer and both fired at it. Im¬ 
mediately they heard Mr. Bacon call 
to them that he had been shot. They 
hastened to him and found a wound 
in his right leg, midway between the 
knee and hip. They tied a cord tightly 
around the leg and Mr. Bacon 
thought he would be able to walk, 
and did proceed a short distance. He 
was unable to continue however and 
fell to the ground, dying in a few 
moments from loss of blood. 

The wound was from a single buck¬ 
shot, which struck the leg a little at 
one side, glanced on the bone of the 
leg and passed out on the inside, be- 


Gilbert Home in Ware Burned 


Residence Valued at $50,000 Practi- I 
cally Destroyed Friday 

The residence of J. H. Grenville 
Gilbert at 50 Chestnut street. Ware, 
was practically destroyed by fire 
Friday afternoon. The fire broke out 
about 2.30 o’clock and was caused by 
electric wires becoming short cir¬ 
cuited. The house being of frame 
construction throughout, the fire 
spread quickly from the front en¬ 
trance, where it originated, to the 
rear of the house and the servants’ 
quarters. The water pressure was 
low and the fire spread rapidly, burn¬ 
ing from the upper part of the house 
downward. About 6 o’clock the fire¬ 
men had got six streams of water 
playing onto the second floor and by 
‘t o’clock the fire was under control. 
Only the walls of the first story and 
parts of the second story walls re¬ 
main standing, but all of the con¬ 
tents except the carpet, beds and 
some of the curtains were removed. 

Fully 100 people were busy taking 
out the household goods from the 
30 or more rooms of the house and 
loading them on trucks. When it 
was learned that the" fire would un¬ 
doubtedly get beyond control of the 
firemen, the trunks, furs and a safe 
from the attic were removed on a 
small elevator. The larger safe on 
the first floor, containing the family 
silver, was left with the contents in 
the house at the direction of Mr. Gil¬ 
bert. Mrs. Gilbert was not at home 
at the time of the fire. 

The fire had a spectacular start 
and was due to a peculiar accident. 
Part of an elm tree on Union street 
not far from the Gilbert residence 
blew down a week before; the tree 
was left so that it was necessary to 
cut down another limb which threat¬ 
ened to fall upon the wires. As this 
limb was cut off and the men were 
pulling it away with a rope, it swung 
around to the wires beneath and 
could not be dislodged. Almost at 
once a trail of fire ran through 
Union street on the wires. Two 
homes along the way were saved 
only by the prompt actions of the 
owners who happened to be at home. 
They quickly shut off the electric 
current and were able to extinguish 
the fire which started in their house. 

At the Gilbert house, two of the 
maids heard a crackling noise in the 
cellar where the wires enter the 
house and they called the chauffer 
who shut off the electric current, but 
it was too late. 

The house was built by Mr. Gil¬ 
bert’s brother, Edward H. Gilbert, 
about 1885, and additions and im¬ 
provements have been made from 
time to time, adding greatly to the 
value of the home. The amount of 
the loss entailed is variously esti¬ 
mated and is doubtless nearly the 
$50,000 fixed as the value of the 
home, which \vas well insured.

Brimfield Man 
Dies in Boston 


Louis S. Brown, Well Known in 
Medical Circles 

FOR WORK AT MASS. GEN. HOSPITAL 


Descendant From Historical Family; 

Noted Expert in Pathological 
Research 

Louis Sumner Brown, 61, a native 
and former citizen of Brimfield, died 
at the Massachusetts General Hospi¬ 
tal in Boston last week Wednesday 
after an illness of over two weeks 
with pneumonia. For a period of 
over 27 years Mr. Brown had been 
connected with the hospital, where he 
had rendered distinguished service. 
Previously he had been identified 
with public interests in his home 
town. 

Mr. Brown was the son of James 
B. and Harriet (Tarbell) Brown, and 
was a grandson of Col. Abner Brown. 
He was of the fourth generation in 
the line of descent from Lieut. 
Jonathan Brown who after serving 
in the French and Indian war was a 
leader in local movements prelimin¬ 
ary to the Revolution, and responded 
as a Minuteman to the Lexington 
alarm. Through his paternal grand¬ 
mother Mr. Brown was descended 
from Judge John Sumner, a brother 
of Gov. Increase Sumner, the orig¬ 
inal seat of the Sumner family hav¬ 
ing been in Roxbury. 

Mr. Brown was born on the old 
homestead on Prospect Hill in 
Brimfield March 17, 1859. He was 
educated in the town schools and the 
Hitchcock Free Academy. He taught 
school at the “South Brick” and in 
Dunhamtown and was a member of 
the school committee from 1884 to 
1890. He was active in bringing 
about the entrance of the town into 
the present system of school super¬ 
vision, Brimfield having been one of 
the first towns in the section to adopt 
the plan. He was a trustee of the 
Brimfield Public Library for a num¬ 
ber of terms, and held the position of 
librarian for a time. 

Mr. Brown possessed a natural 
gift for caring for the sick, and in 
the spring of 1893 he entered the 
Massachusetts General Hospital as 
an attendant in the wards. He had 
always cherished a special regard 
for the hospital on account of his 
restoration to health by an operation 
there when a little child. 

When in 1895-96 the hospital es¬ 
tablished the clinico-pathological 
laboratory for the investigation of 
the causes of disease,—which was a 
pioneer movement in the country,— 
Mr. Brown was given general over¬ 
sight of the laboratory and was ap¬ 
pointed laboratory technician. He 
was assistant to Dr. James Homer 
Wright, leading scientist and path¬ 
ologist, who had been made director 
of the laboratory, and a little later 
was associated also in his work with 
the well-known pathologist. Dr. Oscar 
Richardson. His connection with 
both of these men continued until 
his death. 

Mr. Brown had been the first in 
Brimfield to practice amateur pho¬ 
tography, and after a time began to 
experiment with the photography of 
bacilli under the microscope. Special 
lenses of the highest quality known, 
made by Karl Zeiss of Germany, were 
imported by the hospital to encour¬ 
age these experiments, which Mr. 
Brown carried on outside of his 
duties as laboratory technician, until 
he produced a type of work of the 
highest kind known in this country 
or abroad. For several years he ex¬ 
perimented nights and during other 
extra hours with all manner of 
plates and lenses in order to make 
his work of real value and aid in gen¬ 
eral scientific and prevention medi¬ 
cine. As a result his productions 
have been used to illustrate scientific 
treatises, to promote the researches 
of physicians and surgeons and 
specialists, and for the preparation of 
slides for medical lectures and 
demonstrations. Scarcely any scien¬ 
tific work along research lines has 
been considered complete unless it 
contained illustrative photographs by 
Mr. Brown. Although his great dis¬ 
tinction was in the field of photomi¬ 
crography, Mr. Brown also made pho¬ 
tographs of pathological specimens 
of remarkable quality and of great 
value in scientific study. 

When in recent years direct color 
processes were introduced into pho-

Child Killed 
By Auto Truck 

Crushed Under Overturned Car 
at North Wilbraham 

MILDRED SPAULDING, 9 YEARS OLD 


Dodged in Front of Car; Driver 

Managed to Miss Her, But Car 
Upset On Her 

A particularly distre.ssing fatality, 
in view of all the circumstances, took 
place at Morgan’s Corner, about a 
mile east of North Wilbraham, about 
1 o’clock yesterday afternoon, when 
nine-years-old Mildred Spaulding was 
killed by an overturned automobile 
truck after the driver had succeeded 
in dodging the little girl as she ran in 
front of his car, which was upset by 
his effort. 

The victim was the daughter of Mr. 
and Mrs. Marvin Spaulding, who live 
some little distance east of the Mor¬ 
gan Corner. The driver of the truck 
was Cecil Scudder, of 77 Alban street, 
Dorchester, and the car was a Post 
Toasties distributing van. With Scud¬ 
der was George C. LaSares of Spring- 
field, and they were on their way to 
that city. 

As they drove up the slight hill at 
thart point Scudder noticed two little 
girls ahead of him on the extreme 
left side of the road and kept well 
over to the right so as to be safe. 
The girls were Mildred Spaulding and 
Irene Foy, about the same age, the 
daughter of Mrs. Jennie Foy, and they 
were on their way to the little school- 
house around the Corner. Suddenly, 
just before the Morgan house was 
reached, the Spaulding girl darted 
across the road toward the front of 
the truck. Scudder turned his steer¬ 
ing wheel as far as possible to the 
right and shot across the electric car 
track, and by so doing managed to 
avoid hitting the little girl, although 
the margin was narrow. There is a 
terrace about six fee high at this 
point, and the slope to the top is per¬ 
haps ten feet long. Scudder’s car ran 
nearly to the top of this slope and 
there struck a telephone pole, then, 
because it had taken the slope at an 
angle, it toppled over on its left side 
The little girl, who had not had time 
to go more than a few steps after the 
car missed her, was caught beneath 
the box body of the car and her head 
crushed. Death was instantaneous. 

The truck, which lay across the 
electric car track, was raised and the 
body was taken out and to the Mor¬ 
gan house, and Dr. A. L. Damon of 
North Wilbraham was summoned, but 
there was nothing that he could do. 
Later the case was reported to Medi¬ 
cal Examiner Jones of Springfield, 
who gave permission for the removal 
of the body. 

Chief of Police T. J. Crimmins of 
Palmer was notified, and went to the 
scene with a photographer. Photo¬ 
graphs of the car and locality were 
taken, and it was then set up on its 
wheels by the men who had gathered 
and was pushed to one side of the 
road. Chief Crimmins made a careful 
examination into the matter, and got 
the stories of several witnesses of the 
accident^ and could find no reason for 
holding Scudder and he was notified 
to appear in the District Court in 
Palmer this morning for a hearing. 
Neither Scudder nor LaSares were 
1 injured beyond a few bruises and a 
general shaking up. Much sympathy 
has been expressed for Scudder, as 
he evidently did everything in his 
' power to avoid hitting the little girl 
and had succeeded, only to find her 
body beneath the car vfhen he crawled 
out of the front after the overturn. 


Reduction in Wages Made 


Otis Company of Ware Announces 
Cut Because of Lack of Orders 

The management of the Otis Com¬ 
pany of Ware announced Tuesday 
night that a readjustment and reduc¬ 
tion in wages would be effective in 
the plant starting Monday because 
of lack of orders and on account of 
conditions in the textile industry. 
The amount of the reduction is not 
stated, but will probably approximate 
that made in other cotton mills. 
About 1650 employes are affected. 
The mills are operating three days 
a week. The announcement issued 
by the company states that it is 
hoped this reduction will encourage 
merchants to feel secure in placing 
the orders for merchandise which 
would enable the plant to operate 
once more on a full time schedule. 


The big car barn of the Springfield 
Street Railway Company on South 
Main street was destroyed by a fire 
which started apparently not long 
after 10 o’clock Saturday night, al¬ 
though it was 10.30 before an alarm 
was rung in. 

Besides the building the fire de¬ 
stroyed three double-truck passenger 
cars, three snow plows, and a work 
car. The greater part of the cars 
were standing in the open at the 
rear of the building, and were saved 
by the work of the firemen, although 
two were somewhat scorched. 

Chief Summers was notified of the 
fire by phone at his home, and 
reached the scene in a very few mo¬ 
ments—in fact, before the alarm be¬ 
gan to ring. When he arrived he 
found the interior of the building a 
roaring furnace; the front doors 
were all ablaze, making it impossible 
to even open them. At the rear of 
the building two passenger cars 
which stood nearest were beginning 
to blaze, and when the firemen ar¬ 
rived—which was only a few mo¬ 
ments later—he directed that they 
give their attention to these and the 
14 other cars next in line, and they 
were prevented from burning by two 
streams of water. Three other 
streams were used at the front end 
of the building on the east side, to 
deaden the fire as much as possible 
and to protect the buildings of the 
Agricultural Society, which stood 
only a few feet away. As it was, a 
toilet building and a stable contain¬ 
ing about eight stalls were burned; 
the roof of the exhibition hall was 
on fire several times, but beyond a 
severe scorching from the heat, it 
was undamaged. 

There was absolutely nothing 
which could be done to save the car 
barn. It was about 50 by 150 feet, 
without any partitions, and by rea¬ 
son of its many years of service was 
pretty well oil-soaked. The fire fed 
on this rapidly, and, as stated above, 
was in every part of the building and 
coming through the roof when the 
alarm was given. The loss is estt-* 
mated at about $150,000. This was 
the original building erected when 
the first electric line in town—the 
Palmer and Monson Street Railway— 
was built. Later another large sec¬ 
tion, was added at the rear, but this 
was destroyed by fire several years 
ago. 

The origin of the fire is a com¬ 
plete mystery. Ordinarily two men 
are in the barn at night, Joseph 
Bushey, the repair man, and Louis 
Brouillette, night watchman. The 
former goes to supper at 9, return¬ 
ing at 10 or a few minutes later. 
Saturday night he was called to Main 
street to take a crippled car to the 
barn, and was waiting for it to come 
in. Brouillette started his round 
about 9.55, punched the four time 
clocks in various parts of the prem¬ 
ises, and, as usual, went to supper 
at 10, or four or five minutes later. 
A street railway employe passed the 
barn about 10.10 and it was all dark. 
The car from Brimfield, which was 
late, passed the barn about 10.20, and 
• the crew gave the premises careful 
scrutiny, as on most trips there are 
employes who wish to ride up town. 
There were none that night, and 
there were no signs at that time of 
anything wrong. And yet 10 min¬ 
utes later the place was a roaring 
furnace. 

The fire was discovered by neigh¬ 
bors, who attempted to ring an alarm 
from box 63, opposite the car barn. 
Three men, one after the other, at¬ 
tempted to open the box, but were 
unable to do so. A fourth man later 
managed on a second attempt to get 
the box open and to pull in an alarm. 
But the result was not a perfect 
alarm. When a box is pulled the 
bell on the engine house should ring 
four rounds of the box, accompanied 
by the same number on the wire mill 
whistle. Saturday night the bell rang 
one round but no more, while the 
whistle responded with the proper 
four rounds. The indicator in the 
engine house, which records the num¬ 
ber of the box on a paper strip, 
functioned correctly. 

There is no question but that the 
difficulty in opening box 63 caused 
a considerable delay in the arhral of 
the firemen, and the matter has oc¬ 


casioned some controversy between 
members of the department and citi¬ 
zens. A Springfield Sunday paper, in 
it.s account of the fire, stated that 
“several citizens ran to an alarm box 
nearly opposite the barn at about 
the same time, where they attempted 
to register an alarm, but the box was 
out of order.” To this M. S. French, 
captain of the steamer company, re¬ 
plied in a communication to the 
same paper Monday, saying “tfiere 
is nothing the matter with either 
63 or 64. Box 63 carpe in all right, as 
the indicator at the engine house 
showed, and it was proved to the 
person who tried to ring in box 63.” 

Chief Engineer James Summers 
made a careful investigation Monday 
and found the box working all right. 
He also found that the facts are as 
stated above—that three men of in¬ 
telligence attempted to open the box 
but could not do so, but that it was 
finally opened by a fourth. Also that 
the bell rang only one round instead 
of the correct four. Whether the 
fault was with the box door being 
stuck or with the interior mechan¬ 
ism—or both—appears to be unim¬ 
portant. It reasonably follows that 
a box from which an alarm cannot 
be given readily and correctly is “out 
or order.” 

Superintendent Sayles has had a 
gang of men at work all the week 
clearing out the ruins, and work 
was begun this morning on a tem¬ 
porary structure which will permit 
the housing of about three cars while 
repairs on them are being made; at 
other times they will stand in the 
open, as is customary now in many 
places. In the spring it is probable 
that a large fire-proof machine shop, 
boiler room and oil house will be 
erected, so that', repairs on cars may 
be made expeditiously, but no large 
housing structure is contemplated. 

Superintendent Sayles, although 
the fire has left him short of snow 
plows, is sanguine that with any de¬ 
cent sort of winter weather he can 
keep the lines under, his jurisdiction 
open. He has one large double-track 
plow left, and small plows are prom¬ 
ised him as needed from Springfield.

Mahoney told the police O’Coin was 
not operating his machine at present 
and that was how he happened to 
have the number plates on his car, 
which had not been registered. He 
told the police he supposed it was 
all right to operate his car with 
O’Coin’s number plates. He was or¬ 
dered to appear in court on a charge 
of violating the motor vehicle laws.

.'ihortage that we have had for many 


erated with satisfactory results are 
Reading, Pa., Keene, N. H., Pough¬ 
keepsie. N. Y., Tonawanda and North 
To;tawanda. N. Y., Gastonia, N. C., 
and Richmond. Va. In each of these 
places I understand that the corpo¬ 
ration was organized by the local 
Chamber of Commerce. 

The plan in Reading was to secure 
twenty-five business men who would 
each subscribe five thousand dollars 
to the initial fund, and the money 
thus obtained was used to build twen- 
tj'-five houses, each containing six 
rooms and a bath. 

The houses were built in blocks of 


the principal to retire the second 
mortgage in ten years or less. 

The method pursued in Poughkeep¬ 
sie is very similar to that at Reading 
except that the Poughkeepsie com¬ 
pany rents houses, when available, to 
those who do not desire to purchase. 

Besides these places where hous¬ 
ing corporations have been operating 
successfully there have been many 
other communities where corpora¬ 
tions have been organized but have 
not yet commenced operations. In a 
great many instances the delay is due 
to the belief that it will be possible to 
build houses much more economically 
later on than it is at present. In more 
cases it has been because the cost of 
building houses was underestimated in 
the first place and sufficient financing 
was not arranged for. 

At Pittsfield, Mass., the General 
Electric Company has established a 
Homehuilding Bureau for the purpose I 
of encouraging employes to provide j 
themselves with homes. The Bureau i 
does not build or sell houses, but em- | 
ploys an engineer who advises the j 
employes, aids in drawing up con¬ 
tracts. and inspects houses during 
their construction. 

The engineer of the Bureau also ar¬ 
ranges for a first mortgage loan of 
about 60 per cent at one of the local 
banks, and a second mortgage loan of I 
about 30 per cent with the G. E. Em¬ 
ployes’ Homebuilding Trust. This 
makes it necessary for the employe to 
finance only about ten per cent of the 
cost of his house immediately. 

I recently wrote to a great number of 
bank oflficials in all of the New' Eng¬ 
land states and asked them for their 
ideas as to what could be done to 
provide the many homes that are 
needed right now. Bankers are nat¬ 
urally greatly interested in any move¬ 
ment that will promote the prosperity 
of their communities, because the 
prosperity of the community and of 
the bank are likely to be very closely 
related. I found that, while most 
bankers do not feel in a position to 
take the initiative in any building 
projects, they are willing to do their 
fair share of the financing of any 
house construction that is undertaken 
on a w'ell considered, conservative 
plan. 

Of course, during the recent past, 
many bankers have felt that construe- , 
tion costs were grossly inflated 
and, for that reason, have not been as 
liberal as they might have been in j 
fixing the amount to be loaned on i 
property. I think that feeling is now I 
past and the loans are more likely to 
come up to the promotor’s expecta- ■

The very un-employment that cre¬ 
ates so much hardship now could be 
turned into a blessing. This un-em¬ 
ployment has provided a greater sup¬ 
ply of labor for house construction 
than has been available for a long 
time. Men are anxious to work now 
and will return good value for every 
dollar paid them iii wages. 

Building material prices are down; 
in some cases they are selling 'oe- 
low cost, and in most instances the 
l)Ottom price seems to have been 
reached. With over three hundred 
million dol ars worth of public im¬ 
provements voted for at the last elec¬ 
tion, we have every reason to believe 


five and were sold at fifty-five hun¬ 
dred dollars for the end houses and 
forty-seven hundred fifty dollars for 
the others. This is a much lower 
figure than it has been’ possible to 
obtain in New England; the average 
cost per room of most well con¬ 
structed developments has ranged 
from one thousand to fourteen hun¬ 
dred dollars per room, exclusive of 
land and improvements. 

In New Jersey a rather extensive 
bungalow development has been un¬ 
dertaken by a speculative builder and 
fifty dollars per room, including land 
and improvements, which would 
equal about fourteen hundred dollars 
per room for the house only.

that the coming season will see a de¬ 
cided renewal of construction activ¬ 
ity. 

This activity will, as usual, be re¬ 
flected in a new upward movement of 
prices and, unless some very active 
measures are taken very soon, house 
construction may receive another 
set-back because of high material 
prices. 

While it is my own belief that, ex¬ 
cept where individuals undertake the 
construction of homes for themselves, 
or in the very large cities, the best

I also wrote to the secretaries of 
commercial organizations in cities 
and towns all over the Eastern states 
to get an idea of what the actual de¬ 
mand was. Only two cities, Toledo. 
O., and Wilmington, Del., reported a 
surplus of houses. 

In Wilmington the surplus was ex¬ 
plained by the fact that the closing 
down of war industries had caused 
thousands of people to move away, 
and in Toledo the surplus is so small 
that it will probably be wiped out 
very soon. 

Every other secretary who replied 
reported a very keen demand for 
more houses, and mari}' reported that 
plans are now under way to form 
housing corporations or to relieve 
the shortage in some way. 

But—^the total of all the projects 
so far reported will only go a short 
way in making up the minimum of 
660,000 homes which must be pro¬ 
vided in each of the next five years.

Probably Over One Hundred of Them 
Killed In and Near Palmer 

The deer season which closed last 
Saturday was one of the most suc¬ 
cessful in recent years from the view¬ 
point of the hunters. Deputy Fish 
and Game Warden Luman says that it 
was fortunate for the deer in Eastern 
Hampden that snow did not come un¬ 
til the last day. As it was, the total 
number killed in Palmer. Monson, 
Brimfield, West Brimfield and the 
“Devil’s Peak” section of West War¬ 
ren must have been fully one hun¬ 
dred. About 50 of these were re¬ 
ported to him, while reports of the 
rest were sent to Boston, and some to 
Springfield and Worcester. 

One of the largest bucks seen in , 
this section was seen on the Brothers j 
farm near “Devil’s Peak” by several 
hunters, but none of them got near 
enough for a shot. It is said that he 
was as large as a 3-years-old heifer. 

Two hunters shot at a big doe near 
West Brimfield on the last day and 
were unable to agree as to which one 
had killed it. Warden Luman was in 
that section at the time and was ap¬ 
pealed to for a decision. He advised 
the men to go 50-50 in the matter, and 
this was done; half of the meat went 
to West Warren and the other half 
to West Springfield. The King Brook 
section contained many deer, but the 
hunters were unable to rout them out 
•of the swamp land. 

The large number of deer this year 
vvas a big surprise to the hunters. 
Many sighted deer this year but were 
unable to get a shot. 

In view of the many hunters in the 
covers it seems remarkable that no 
more accidents were reported. Out¬ 
side the report to the warden that 
some dogs were used, some targeting 
done in the covers, and the use of a 
rifle,there were few infractions of the 
law. Town Clerk Foley of Palmer is¬ 
sued 600 licenses for the season of 
1920, a big increase over any former 
year.

Blooming Glastonbury, Subject of 
Beautiful Legends of Christmas.

ART AND SCIENCE IN TOYS 


Playthings for the Kiddies Necessary 
to the Proper Conduct of 
Their Society. 

W HILE the making of toys is an 
art that is probably practically 
as old as the world itself, it has been 
only within recent years that science 
has bothered itself about them. Less 
than half a century ago they were re¬ 
garded merely as playthings—amus¬ 
ing diversions for children that were 
by no means necessary to their well¬ 
being.

natural emotions which must be ex¬ 
perienced in later life. 

Whether this theory of the scientists 
is correct or not, the fact remains that 
children have always had the play¬ 
things requisite for their imitations of 
the domestic life and business affairs 
of older people; that they have always 
required their elders to provide them 
with such inventions, and that, when 
they could not obtain these toys by 
any other means they themselves have 
sought and found objects that might 
be made to suit their purposes. Even 
the somnolent middle Ages did not put 
an end to their pa.stimes. The toys in 
which they found diversion may have 
been more simple, but, as they met 
the demands of nature, they played 
their allotted part in the scheme of 
human development.—Public Opinion.

Towns of Palmer and Monson Plan 
to Improve Highway Condition 

The Road Commissioners of Pal¬ 
mer and the Selectmen of Monson 
held a conference recently relative 
to a new bridge over the Quaboag 
river at Fay’s. The present bridge 
has been declared unsafe for anything 
but nominal loads, and it must be re¬ 
placed with a new one; the expenses 
will be shared by the two towns. 
Because of the conditions across the 
"Nelson Flat” it has been suggested 
that when the new bridge is installed 
it be located a short distance up the 
stream from the present structure, 
so as to give better approaches. The 
tentative proposition is to rebuild a 
part of the road across the flat, and 
in so doing eliminate the short sharp 
curve on the Monson end of the 
bridge. The highway across the flat 
will then be raised, to obviate Us 
washing out in time of high water 
in the spring. H. W. Brainerd has 
been instructed to prepare a survey 
■ of the proposed location. 


Wonder Why Short Strip On South I 
Main Street is Kept Rough 

Monson people are complaining 
loud, long and bitterly about the 
short strip of highway surface on 
South Main street between the elec¬ 
tric car barn and Tenneyville, with 
particular reference to the strip — 
only oOO or 600 feet in length—start¬ 
ing a little south of the entrance to 
the Driving Park and running toward 
Monson. It has been in particularly 
bad shape all summer, uneven and 
full of holes, over which automobiles 
must crawl at a snail’s pace if the 
occupants are to remain on the seats; 
to ride in comfort is impossible. Lo¬ 
cal drivers have the same experience, 
but they can usually pick some other 
road to drive over, while Monsonites 
; are compelled to pass over this strip 
if they drive out of town and home 
i again. Just why this strip has re- 
• mained untouched by the highway 
i commissioner all summer is a conun- 
r drum to them, and they would be 
very grateful if it were given a 
smoothing over.

SAYS BEES HAVE LANGUAGE

I Professor Jager has conducted many 
! experiments In an effort to learn some- 
i thing of the bee’s mysterious form of 
communication. In one of them he took 
1 the queen bee out of a hive, which 
I was four or five feet high. As soon 
' as the working bees discovered their 
i leader was missing they began crying.

IS ASKELON OF SCRIPTURE 

Archeologists Recognize the Site of 
the Ruins of Ascalon as the 
City of Herod. 

Forty-five years ago there was a 
mild controversy in England as to 
whether the Ascalon whose site Pro¬ 
fessor Garstang is to excavate was the 
Askelon of Scripture. A place twenty- 
three miles inland was described as 
“another early Christian inland As¬ 
calon” by Lieutenant Conder in 1875. 
this British archeologist definitely glv- j 
ing to the seacoast city the honor of 
being the Askelon of Herod, the Scrip¬ 
tures and the Crusades. A character¬ 
istic Brlti.sh touch in a letter from 
Gaza in April, 1875, is given by Con¬ 
der when he alludes to Ascalon as the 
“great English fortress of King Rich¬ 
ard,” that crusading monarch’s con¬ 
nection with it lasting for a time after 
he restored Ascalon in 1192. 

Although the place was almost to¬ 
tally destroyed by the army of Sultan 
Bibars In 1270, and its artificial harbor 
filled up with stones, the town still 
had flourishing gardens as late as 1880, ' 
when the German archeologist Guthe 
described it. Lady Hester Stanhope 
attempted an excavation in 1815 on 
the site of the old mosque in hope of 
finding a treasure, but the labors of 
the workmen she employed brought no 
results. 

Healthy Skin Vital.

It Is not as gen¬ 
erally known that death will follow 
the suppression of the functions of the 
skin. Spallanzani showed that amphib¬ 
ious animals would live longer after 
their lungs were removed than after 
they were painted over with varnl-sh 
so as to suppress the activity of the 
skin, a fact that indicates that in the.se 
animals the respiration through the 
skin Is more Important than that 
through the lungs. Even in the mam¬ 
mals, where the respiration tlirough 
the lungs is more important, death cun 
be caused by the complete suppre.s- 
slon of the functions of the skin, as iiy 
coating the body all over with varnish.

Statistics Show That Uinted States

I rterlinps. by risi'm prices, hut which 
nevertheless w'arnints the nssorMc:) 
j that the position Inis not herweak¬ 


ened. These exports, wnicn very i 
greatly exceed those of the last nor- | 
raal pre-war year, are made up almost j 
entirely of manufactured products. j 
“Imports have more than held their 
own and comprise raw and partly man- | 
ufactured products required for fu»*- j 
ther advancement by American chem- ■ 
leal manufacturers.” | 


I CAN’T RUSH TD SAGHALIEN 

Japanese Government Bars All but 
Business Firms Approved by 
War Office. 

There will be no rush of adventur¬ 
ers to the new fields for exploitation 
opened up by the Japanese occupation 
of Russian Saghalien. according to Mr. 
Murakami, chief of the fishery bureau 
of the department of agriculture ami 
coniineice, who Is quoted mi the Yo- 
mlurl: 

“None except those who really mean 
business and are In a position to se¬ 
riously transact business w'lll find any 
place for them In Saghalien.” sahl M. 
Murakami. “All rights there are in 
the hands of the military conimaml. 
and anyone that wants to go there, 
now must obtain a permit from the 
war office. Certainly the forests there 
will yield plenty of wood pulp and 
other raw material, while there are 
rich coal mines and possibly oil wells. 
But the chief product of that reghm Is 
the output of the fisheries.” 

Speaking of the fishing rights in Sag- 
halien. Mr. Murakami .said that after 
con.sultation with the army command 
an ancrion was conducted at Niko¬ 
la ievsk for those rights over which the 
army command is able to furnish pro¬ 
tection. No detailed report of tlie auc- r 
tion has been received. The bidders 
had to file their applications with a 
deposit to guarantee their good faith, 
and they had to be persons who were 
qualified by long experience In fish¬ 
eries In that neighborhood. 

The Yomiurl says that many repu¬ 
table business establishments have 
been holding back from enterprises In 
Saghalien for fear of the competition 
of adventurers and the hurt their rep¬ 
utations might suffer In a mad scram¬ 
ble for rights and concessions.—Japan 
Advertisers. 

"Lotus Eaters.” 

Few flowers have been more identi¬ 
fied with the world’s history than the 
mysterious lotus of Egypt. The phrase

Auto Truck Burned Up 

Machine Owned by Menard’s Express 

of Springfield. Cause Unknown 

An alarm from box 45, at the cor¬ 
ner of North Main and Holbrook 
streets, at 8 o’clock last Thursday 
night sent the fire department, all 
the automobiles on the street and a 
goodly number of pedestrians, scur¬ 
rying in that direction.

It 
seems probable that the pouring of 
the fluid into the tank created static 
electricity in sufficient volume to 
throw off a spark large enough to 
ignite the gasoline vapor.
